Under the law passed by congress thie pres- 
ident is required first to make every endeavor 
to secure a good title to a route across the 
isthmus of Panama. Failing in that, he must 
take the Nicaragua route. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the state department cannot 
begin actual negotiations with Nicaragua 
until it is finally satisfied that the Panama 
route is impossible. 

The minute the president takes official ac- 
tion and sends a treaty with Nicaragua to 
the senate he burns his bridges behind him 
and cannot thereafter return to the Panama 
route at all. The law is mandatory in this 
respect, and it would require a bill passed by 
both houses of congress and signed by, the 
president to make any change in the pro- 


gram. 

For this reason the president is delaying 
until the last possible moment before an- 
nouncing that the negotiations with Panama 
absolutely have failed. 

'\In the meantime an agreement for a treaty 
which is in the form of an official protocol 
has been signed between the United States 
on one hand and the governments of Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica on the other. This 
protocol is conditioned upon the failure of 
negotiations for the Panama route. Pro- 
vided official announcement of that failure is 
made the protocol goes into operation and 
the treaty can therefore be drawn up at once 
which will give to the United States the full- 
est possible control over the canal strip 
through Costa Rica and Nicaragua, includ- 
ing ample police powers throughout the en- 
tire territory. 

‘Unless there is some significant change in 
the attitude of the United States of Co- 
lombia congress will be notified of the final 
termination of the Panama negotiations. 

‘It is not necessary to have this notification 
th the form of a message from the president, 
as the physical fact of sending in the treaty 
with Nicaragua becomes, under the canal 
law, an official termination of all possibility 
of accepting the Panama route except by a 
pew act of congress.

PLANS 198 OWN SUBWAY 


OFFER TO BUILD ONE MADE BY 
UNION TRAOTION COMPANY. 


W. F. Harrity, Representing Pastern 
Stockholders, Confers with the 
Mayor — Says $40,000,000 Likely 

/ Will Be Needed to Pat the System in 
Proper Condition Under an Exten- 
sion of Franchise—Proposition In- 
clades Putting in Tunnel. 


A downtown street railway subway is to 
be provided for in the extension ordinance 
to be submitted by the Union Traction com- 
pany. The directors now are figuring the 
cost of this in with the amount necessary to 
make tmprovements required’ when the fran- 
chises are extended. | 

This was announced at the first official con- 
ference of the traction people with the city 
yesterday afternon. W. F. Harrity, former- 
ly chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee, a stockholder In the Union Traction 
company, with Attorney J. 8. Auerbach, rep- 
resenting the eastern shareholders, called on 
Mayor Harrison to outline the various prob- 
lems which confront the company. — 

Arrangements were made for another con- 
ference, which will be held ‘after the return 
of R. R. Govin from New York. He will 
leave today to lay the results of his Investi- 
gation here before the eastern men. He will 
then return prepared to lay definite proposals 


before the ctty, and the conference with the .- 


mayor has been arranged for this purpose. 
Forty Millions for Improvements. 


In laying the matter before Mayor Harr{- 
son the traction men said that probably $40, - 
000,000 would be required to put in the tm- 
provements contemplated by thecompany. 

“No such sum has been mentioned by the 
city when improvements were suggested,’’ 
said the Mayor. 


“That takes into consideration the bulld-. 


ing of a subway,” said Mr. Auerbach. It was 
explained that it was the purpose of the 
company to offer the city a subway as one 
of the improvements dependent on fran- 
chise extension. What arrangements were 
to be made with the Chicago City railway 
company with regard to the building of the 
tunnels was not outlined, 

The traction problem which confronts the 
stockholders, as it was explained to the 
mayor, is that of getting all the stock be- 
hind the proposals so that it may be voted 
unanimously. This is to be the first under- 
taking of the traction managers. Efforts 
will be made to put the stock tn the Kands 
of a few men, 


Not a Reorganization of Company. 

After the conference the mayor was asked 
if he understood this to mean a reorganiza- 
tion of the company. 

“I did not understand it In that way,” 
he said. “I understood it to be simply a 
question of lining up all the stockholders on 
the propositions, The stock might be put In 
the hands of a’‘few men temporarily to vote 
on these questions, The object was to get 
unanimity-on the propositions.” 

Whether it was significant or not the mayor 
threw al the loors of his office wide open 
during the conference. He then retreated 
with the traction men into the inner office, 


after the meeting, but the “closed door ” 
proposition, against which Mr. Harrison has 


declared, was not in force. 


Mr. Harrity and Mr. Auerbach were taken 
to the mayor's office by Attorney W. W. 
Gurley of the Union Traction company, They 
announced that their principal object was to 
arrange for a meeting between the mayor 
and Mr. Govin. 

‘*T have not the slightest objection to meet- 
ing Mr. Govin or any one else who has pub- 
lic business to transact,” said the mayor. 
“ That’s what I ant here for.”’ 

The conference lasted for nearly an hour, 
during which the traction men talked chiefly 
of improvements which the company was 
preparing to finance before it could come be- 
fore the council with a proposition. 


Size of Proposition a Surprise. 


The $40,000,000 was the maximum sum they 
estimated as necessary to carry out these 
plans. Even the explanation that a subway 
was to be constructed did not remove the 
surprise of the mayor that such a sum was 
From $10,000,000 to 
$16,000,000 has been estimated as the cost 
of construction in other plans which have 
been submitted to the council. This would 
leave a sum which the mayor considers enor- 
mous to carry out the other projects of the 
company. 

It has been suggested that the reorgan- 
ization of the company may be considered in 
this estimate of expenses. It has been insist- 
ed by aldermen interested in the problem that 
reorganization of the company would be 
necessary before the franchises could be 
extended. 

Of another question which has been con- 
sidered as linked with the franchise exten- 
sion—the lowereing of river tunnels—noth- 
ing was said. Whether an estimate for this 
improvement fs considered in the $40,000,000 
was not volunteered. The mayor asked few 
questions and allowed the traction men to 
do the talking along the lines choser by 
themselves. 

The little investigation which the eastern 
traction men have been able to give to the 
(Chicago traction question has impressed 
them with the fact that improvement is 
needed. They, have seen the methods of 
transportation used in this city and they 
admit them to be deplorable,” 

“ They admitted that conditions were ex- 
tremely bad,”’ said the mayor. “In fact it 
Was not necessary for me to say anything 
about them. Because of these conditions 
they asserted that a vast amount of money 
would be required to make the necessary im- 
provements.,”’ 


New Offer from Conduit Syndicate. 


While the traction men were laying their 
sabway proposition before the mayor the 
special subcommittee of the local transporta- 
tion committee was considering the Wash- 
burne-Alexander proposal to build conduits 
for the city. The promoters laid a new 
proposition before the committee. This is 
to have the bonds advertised by thecity con- 
troller and sold by the company to the high- 
est bidder under this advertisement. 

As Mr. Washburne and Mr. Alexander ex- 
plained their new proposal it was to pre 
vent any manipulation of bonds. It was to 
prevent the watering of stock. It insured 
them merely a bullder’s interest in the 
proposition. 

“That is the only connection we ‘wish to 
have with the improvement,”’ said Mr. Alex- 
ander. “‘We are builders, and the city is 
to get the subway at cost, plus our 10 per cent 
builders’ commission."’ 

It was further explained that under this 
proposition the city would stand to lose if 
the bonds were sold under par and to gain if 
they were sold above par. The first issue, 
it was said, would likely sell under. After 
the work of construction had been begun 
and investors could see that something actu- 
ally was under way it was predicted that the 
su ng issues would sell above.

HOT ROAST OF COMBINE. 


Resolutions Passed in Cabins 
Saying Agents Knew Ship 
Was Unfit and Risked 
Drowning Hundreds. 


New York, Jan. 17.—[S8pecial.]—The steam- . 
ship St. Louis, over six days late, arrived at 
its dock here this morning crowded with 
angry, mutinous, and indignant passe 
dozens of them declaring their intention of 
suing the International Steamship company 
ps sending out the vessel in a crippled con- 

tion, 

The hundreds of passengers tn the first and 
second cabins held meetings of protest while 
the disabled steamer, with boilers leaking, 
was crawling along from Cherbourg toward 
New York, fighting heavy seas, and de 
nounced the company and the ship’s officers, 
declaring the company had knowingly placed 
their lives in.jeopardy by sending out the 
vessel when they knew it to beina danger- 
ous condition. 

At one time the passengers demanded of 
the captain that he transfer them to some 
passing liner, but, although two liners were 
sighted, the passengers were not transferred. 
They also demanded to be put ashore at Hali- 
fax, but the captain declined and brought 
them on to New York. 

The St. Louis arrived at its pler at 8:35. 
Its time from Cherbourg to the lightship was 
thirteen de,ys five hours and twenty minutes— 
six days fifteen hours and twenty-five min- 
utes behind the ship’s best record. There 
was no accident of any kind at any time, and 
although heavy weather was encountered 
practically all of the delay was caused by 
inability to get up good steam inthe defective 
boilers. 

on Pier Cheers. 

After it was sighted off Nantucket last 


‘night the St. Louis made good time to New 


York and reached the pier some hours ahead 
of the time set last night. A large crowd 
gathered at the American line plier and 
cheered as the ship came in with its load 
of human beings for whose safety grave 
fears had been felt for several days. 

Every vantage point on the big dock had 
been occupied from early in the morning, 
and, as the steamer passed up the river be- 
fore the docking tugs ad taken charge of 


cheers, accompanied by the waving of flags 
The signals were an- 
swered from the steamer and then there 
was more cheering. 

Touching Scenes at Pier. 

The tugs having gathered around the 8t. 
Louls, it was slowly brought to the dock, 
and when it came withiv speaking distance 
the excitement on the pier grew. It did not 
take long for the first and second cabin pas- 
sengers to cross the gangplanks once the 
lines were fast, and as they got beyond the 
rope incloseure they were gathered to the 
arms of their waiting relatives. 

Each little group provided a scene, the 
women fn most cases weeping in their joy. 
While this was going on on the upper deck 
of the pier, where the first and second cabin 
passengers land, similar scenes were being 
enacted among the steerage passengere on 
the lower deck of the dock, but in this case 
the passengers had again to part from their 
friends to go to Ellis island for examination 
by the immigration officers. |

After the first week the food supply was 
appreciably cut down, according to the state- 
ments of passengers, and cream and eggs 
were taken from the breakfast menus, and 
only a small allowance of milk was given 
to each passenger. 

From subdérdinate officers on the ship it 
was learned that the diet of the crew for the 
last week consisted solely of oatmeal and 
potatoes. After the first week the running 
water supply was cut off and passengers 
could get water for toilet and bathing only 
in buckets, as it was brought to them by 
the stewards. 


Indignation Meetings Held. 

On Jan. 10, when the saloon passengers 
learned of the exact condition of the steam- 
er’s boilers and engine, they held an indigna- 
tion meeting in the smoking room and adopt- 
ed resolutions censuring the International 
Navigation company for sending the St. 
Louis to sea in its dangerous condition. 

A copy of these resolutions was handed to 
Capt. Passow, demanding that the ship's 
eourse be headed for Halifax or that its 
passengers be transferred to some passing 
fast west bound steamer if feasible. The 
resolutions follow: 

“ Steamship St. Louis, at sea, Jan. 12, 1908,-— 
To the Passengers of the Steamship St. 
Louis: The undersigned committee unani- 
mously elected by the saloon passengers at 
an indignation massmeeting held on Jan. 10, 
1903, begs leave to report: 

Birst—That there is satisfactory evidence 
that the steamship St. Louis entered South- 
ampton harbor on Jan. 2 last, after an east- 
erly voyage of more than nine days in a 
smooth sea, in a crippled condition, and that 
it was sent to sea on the following day, leay- 
ing but little or no time for necessary over- 
hauling and needed repairs.

“ Third—That no accident, so far as your 
committee is aware, has occurred since 
leaving Southampton to impair the speed of 
this ship.

Provi- 
dence, indeed, has been exceedingly kind 
to us, and we are truly grateful that through 
her tender mercies we have been thus far 
spared a calamity too horrible to con- 
template.

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Jan. 17.—Five men 
were killed and four others wounded, two of 
them probably fatally, by an explosion in 
one of the turrets of the battleship Massa- 
chusetts while at target practice off Culebra 
island yesterday. The battleship arrived at 
this port with the dead and wounded. 

The explosion was due to the accidental 
discharge of.a percussion primer while the 
breech of the gun wasopen.

in extraordinary activity on the part of the 
jury. 

That the jury has already prepared and 
adopted a long report censuring ‘the opera- 
tion of the coal combines as fnimical to the 
public interest has been announced.

After 4 further Investigation {nto the oper- 
ations of the Retall Coal Dealers’ associa- 
tion of Illinots and Wisconsin during tim 
morning the grand jury adjourned at noon 
for a recess of three hours. 

State’s Attorney Deneen and Assistant 
Sprogle at once retired to the private office 
of Assistant Barnes, and there, attended by 
a stenographer and a witness, commenced 
a task which was generally taken as the 
drafting of indictmenta. They had left in- 
structions not to be disturbed until called 
for by the grand jury when it reconvened, 
In the sheriff's office a detall of eight men 
was being held, and Chief Deputy Kunz was 
within telephone call in “the event he should 
be needed in the work of serving caplases. 


Ready to Issue Capiases. 

Stmilar preparation for work was made tn 
the office of the clerk of the court, where @ 
detail of half a dozen clerks were deprived 
of their Saturday afternoon half holiday so 
as to be in readiness to record indictments 
and issue capiases. Meanwhile a committee 
of the grand jury, with Martin A. Ryerson 
as chairman, was preparing a long report of 
the work of the jury to be presented to Judge 
Willard M. McEwen. This committee was 
also attended by a stenographer. 

Among those seen about the state’s attor- 
ney’s office was E. T. Bent, secretary of the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ association, who fur- 
nished the grand jury with much information 
in regard to the operation of this organiza- | 
tion, as well as with the records and pro-'* 
ceedings of the meetings of the order, Dur- 
ing the early part of the afternoon he was 
closeted with the state’s attorney and his 
~ssistants, and the bellef was genera) that 
he was being drawn upon for names and 
further information to be used In making up 
the indictments. 

After the grand jury reconvened he was 
called before it to repeat to the jurors what 
he had told the state's attorney. Others 
who had been sent for to add final touches to 
the evidence already secured were Ira H. 
Culp, a retailer at 5835 Halsted street; Her~ 
bert E. Bell and W. G. Zoller, president and 
secretary respectively of the Bell & Zoller 
Coal company, and the manager and track 
salesman of this concern. 

Organization Is Perfect. 

During the session of the jury facts were 
fufnished which showed the complete or- 
ganization of the coal industry of Tlinols 
and Indiana, together with the coal markets 
of other states, from the largest mine owners 
and operators, down to the small retailer, 
who deals out coal to customers In less than 
ton lots. Each branch of the Industry was 
found to be so organized, it is said, that the 
whole could be unified and controlled by the 
will of a few men. That the operators held. 
the whip hand in this series of organizations 
is sald to have been shown; and to have 
been the complaint of a host of small reé- 
talilers, who are members of the Retall Coal 
Dealers’ association of Hlinois and Wiscon- 
sin. 

It is through this organization, the mem- 
bers of which are bound by an tronciad 
agreement, that the control of the big men 
is centralized, and made to effect the con- 
sumer. The constitution and bylaws of this 
concern were secured by the jury, and re- 
sulted in an eleventh hour revival of an in- 
vestigation, the results of which up to that 
time were in doubt. The regulations under 
which this organization operated were said 
to be evident to the jurors from the text of 
the constitution, but In order to make sure 
of the intent of the order the jury called in 
Attorney Samuel 8. Packard, at one time at- 
torney for the association, and who is said 
to have drafted the constitution. 

Kernel of the Combine. 

He was before the jury during the morning 
session, as was also Delos Hull, a retailer of 
the larger class, who is a member of the or- 
ganization. The clause of the constitution 
which fs sald to have touched the tnvestiga- 
tors to the quick ts contained in article 9 of 
the Instrument, and reads as follows: 

** We hereby pledge ourselves to purchase 
goods only of those mine operators, wholesale 
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Tesentatives who recognize the principles of 
this organization, and make it their uniform 
practice to distribute their goods only 
ethrough the legitimate channels of the trade, 
and who may be eligible for honorary mem- 
bership in this on.” 
In thie clause the jurors are said to have 
beheld the tie which bound together all fac- 
tors of the coal industry into a unity, against 
which the consumér had no defense. 


“Harmony” Is the Aim. 

Again this provision which restricted the 
operations of each class of coal men and 
made it obligatory to act in harmony was 
strengthened in section 4 of the constitution, 
which provides: 

“Tt shall be contrary to the principles of 
this association for any mine operator, whole- 
sale shipper, jobber, or their agents to ship 
coal upon the order of a regular coal dealer 
to any point other than where such dealer 
may have a yard and is regularly established 
in the business, and any mine owner, whole- 
sale shipper, jobber, or their agents making 
guch shipment into the territory of other re- 
‘tallers who are members of this association 
will be considered as having shipped to a 
‘+customer.”’ 

The constitution provides penalties for any 
‘violation of these trade regulations, and in 
‘outlining who sliall be considered as “ con- 

sumers”’ the instrument names public and 
private schools, city and county buildings, 
but excludes railroads, manufacturers, and 
gas companies in case the coal purchased 
by such concerns is used exclusively for 
manufacturing or personal purposes. 


Big Elements of Combine. 

Beyond and above the organization of the 
retailers are the following organizations, 
each of which has been subjected to scrutiny 
by the jurors: @

coal operators continued the presentation of 
their side of the controversy with the union 
miners today before the anthracite coal strike 
commission. They called witnesses to prove 
that miners are more inclined to disobey 
orders, that there is less discipline and less 
skill since the advent of the union. 

James Smith, inside foreman for three of 
the collieries of the Elk Hill Coa) and Iron 
company, who was on the witness stand be- 
fore the anthracite coal strike commission 
yesterday, resumed the telling of the story 
of the conditions about the company’s prop- 
erty. The witness said that before the union 
came into the anthracite region the limit 
of cars loaded by the workers was fixed at 
six, After the unfon came into the field the 
limit was reduced to four cars. 


Edward J. Maginnis, a lawyer of Girard- 
ville, who was one of the three persons who 
signed the letter sent to Gov. Stone protest- 
ing against the troops escorting nonunion 
men to and from work during the strike. 
stated that the people of the community 
were afraid that if the soldiers continued to 
escort nonunion men there would be blood- 
shed.

John K. Burkheiser, inside district super- 
intendent of three of the Scranton Coal com- 
pany'’s collieries, told of the interference 
with discipline since the union came into 
the anthracite regions.

Mr. Mitchell spoke of the efforts of the 
miners to produce all the-coal they can, His 
reports from the coal regions were to the 
effect that the men are not being supplied 
with cars rapidly enough to take up all the 
coal the miners cut. | 

Everett Warren, one of the lawyers for the 
operators, interrupted Mr. Mitchell to say 
that he ought to bring proof of his assertions 
that there is a scarcity of cars. 

The miners’ president closed by stating 
that 8.000 who were on strike have been re- 
fused work and are still idle.

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS PRESI- 
DENT HITS SEGREGATION PLAN. 


Speaks Before Twentieth Century Club’ 
of ‘Boston, Saying Sexes Should 
Meet on Common Ground in Schools 
—Explains State College Ideas and 
Ridicules University of Chicago 
Scheme for Separating Men and 
‘Women for Two Years.

Bost on, Mass., 
Gent Andrew 8S. Draper of the University 
of Illinois addressed the Twentieth Century 


States.'’ He regretted that President Har- 
per could not help him explain. 

Draper assumed at the outset that co- 
education is the accepted doctrine of Amer- 
ica. showing it is universal in the elementary 
schools; that the sexes are separated in only 
twelve of the 628 city high schools, and that 
of 647 schools of the college grade 137 are 
for men only, 182 for women only, and 336 
for both men and women. 

The speaker sketched the advance of 
womanhood and the growth of woman's 
freedom. He said participation in govern- 
ment was not necessary in order that wom- 
en may gain their rights, contending that 
the widest range of civic and politica! rights 
ever conferred on woman were conferred in 
the United States by “ plain, common, blun- 
dering men.” who for once did not blunder. 
Continuing, he said: ‘ 

“ Because in the economy of our social 
and political life woman must necessarily 
have the same educational! rights as man, 
coeducation has become the overwhelming 
educational policy of the country. Those 
rights can be completely secured in no other 
way. It may not be necessary that men 
and women shal! study the same things or 
recite in the same classes, but they must 
have the right to do so. Whether they will 
take the right is not to be decided for them 
by men, They are to decide it for them- 
selves.” | 

Tells of State Universities. 


The speaker gave the reasons for founding 
separate schools for the sexes and other 
modifications made by many of these schools. 
He gave much credit to denominational 
schools for the development of higher educa- 
tion, Then Dr. Draper came to state univer- 
sities arid said: 

** By all odds the most important factor in 
the enlargement of college and university 
work in America has been the state universi- 
ties and the institutions founded upon the 
national land grant acts. They aré all co- 
educational. Institutions: supported by pub- 
lic moneys could not logically discriminate 
between citizens, in educational privileges 
at least. The great west would not permik 
it. Tax supported colleges and universities, 
with the best that common means could pro- 
vide, and equa! privileges for all, were the 
natural and inevitable response to that ag- 
gressive’ democratic sentiment which pre- 
vails everywhere beyond the Alleghanies. 

“Too many in the east know little of the 
strength or the import of this mighty mani- 
festation of the cémmon impulse of really 
democratic society towards the highar learn- 
ing. It is not a heedless impulse. Equality 
of opportunity is the gist of it. Fullness of 
information and freedom of thought are the 
soul and spirit of it. 

* Your first question would be, ‘ What 
about politics.in the state universities?’ 
There is none. I am not such a novice that I 
do not recognize old politics when he ob- 
trudées, and I have never seen him in any of 
the affairs of the university with which I am 
associated. 

Putting it. just as mildly as the truth will 
permit, there is no more interference with 
the freedom of teaching in universities sup- 
ported by public moneys than in those de- 
pending upon private fortunes. 

“The growtb of these institutions is not 
the least remarkable development of our 
wonderful country and our marvelous times. 
There aré more than sixty of them. If you 
name the eight largest universities, in in- 
structional force, in offerings, and‘ in at- 
tendance,' you will have to include in the 
number five state, or land grant, universi- 
ties. In the year 1900-1901 there were in in- 
stitutions of this class in only the ten states 
central in the upper Mississippi valley 23,- 
480 students. Between 18% and 1901-1902 the 
University of Michigan moved up from 2,420 
to 8,709, the University of Wisconsin from 
966 to 2,619, the University of Minnesota from 
1,183 to 3.550, the University of Illinois from 
519 to 2,982. | mth 
“Tf anything were needed to settle and 
clinch the matter of absolute educational 
equality in America, and to disprove the 
dangers or difficulties of coeducation, this 
great movement did it. In all of these in- 
stitutions and in hundreds of other insti- 
tutions, and in all parts of the country, young 
men and women are mingling in perfect and 
proper freedom, . 

Relations of Sexes at School. 
President Draper told how the men and 
women of the state university meet socially, 
at play and at work, andsaid: ' 

“ There are no rules to dare breakage, and 
there is no spying to stir indignation. There 
is a lot of sense and not a great deal of fool- 
ishness about it all. There Has never been 
one serious scandal. I believe these young 
people are quite as safe in this environment 
and atmosphere as in theirown homes. All 
that that atmosphere is doing for them has 
as much protection In it as the uncertain 
oversight and slender authority of fathers 
and mothers at the age when young manhood 
and womanhood: has arrived. And it has 
infinitely more incentive andinspiration in it. 
“ Yes, mi s often follow after college 
days are over, but it is seldom that either 
party gets a stick or a poltroon without be- 
ing chargeable with notice, for university 
sentiment has fixed the status of each beyond 
a peradventure. Ordinarily each party will 
get a sane, substantial, true, and hard work- 


ing associate.” 


| Takes Up Segregation. 

The speaker then took up the segregation 
agitation. He said Stanford limited the at- 
tendance of women because of the wishes 
expressed by Senator Stanford tn life, He 
continued: : 

“ Northwestern university has béen forced. 
to some meditations by reason of the number 
of women attracted by the special advan- 
tages offered to women. No one has thought 
of departing from the unalterable coeduca- 
tion policy of the university.

It does not think 
that ‘equal terms’ means the same classes, 
and that there are some reasons which make 
separate classes in the first two years de- 
sirable. 

“The plan does not contemplate separate 
faculties, or a faculty with a preponderance 
of women for women students, or ‘ instruc- 
tion for women after the fashion of'a so- 
called annex,’ or separation of men and 
women in public exercises, or the application 


-of separate rules for men and women, or any 


‘deprivation, so far as either men or women 
are concerned, of any educational privilege 
now enjoyed, unless coinstruction be so con- 
sidered.’ 


Fear of Medness Raised. 


“ Happily the university does not intend to 
set up ‘ artificial barriers to prevent men and 
women from every reasonable kind of‘asso- 
ciation,’ or the ‘ separation of the younger 
women from the older ones in residence halls.’ 
This declaration releases the tense feelings of 
the friends of the university. From all the 
loose talk of recent months we began to fear 
that the authorities of that university had 
gone stark mad, and were intending to sep- 
arate its fair students into divers groups on 
the basis of age and Intellectual attractive- 
ness, and then going to keep out all students 
of the male persuasion and the baser sort by 
fences of some kind, without seeing that the 
height of the fences would have to be gradu- 
ated on the comeliness’ of the groups, and 
without realizing the engineering impossibil- 
ity of building fences high enough to meet the 
needs where caution was most imperative. 

“Indeed, there was some reason to fear 
that the men and women who are managing 
that university had forgotten all they knew 
in their younger days, and were ‘going the 
lengths of trying to keep a young man and 
young woman of intellectual pursuits alto- 
gether apart, even after they had found 
something decidely interesting in each other, 
without knowing that the fence which could 
make any pretense of doing that must have 


in the blue arch of heaven, and that the fac- 
ulty which set it up would have to call on the 
Chicago police and the posse comitatus of 
Cook county, and the militia of Illinois, and 
the United States regulars, the veterans of 
two wars, at Fort Sheridan to maintain ~ 
with the chances ten to one that in the end 
the whole combine would go-down in humilia- 
tion before a force that is over and above and 
independent: of universities.

Difficult to Justify Segregation. 


“ But, with so much gone out of this mat- 
ter, it will be difficult for most of us to see 
what is left to justify separate instruction 
and recitations for two years and no more. 
There is nothing objectionable in the ar- 
rangement under all the explanations and 
assurances, but y make the explanations 
and assurances riecessary? Why have’ to 
defend the apparently illogical position that 
coeducatiop ig the natural method for con- 
ducting educational work up to the time of 
going to college; then it is not so for two 
years; and then it is again for the last two 
years? And if the association of the young 
men and women is to be interrupted only so 
‘far as recitations are concerned, why do 
away with it in the only place where each 
gets the benefit of the serious work, meas- 
ures the intellectual capacity, and sees the 
moral attitude of the other? 

“The wiser course is upon lHnes parallel 
with the highways of nature. The less of 
the artificial and the unnatural in educa- 
tional work the safer we are, | 

“The point is that there are no general 
reasons, at this stage of intellectual prog- 
ress, for the separation of the sexes in edu- 
cation. I have never seén any bad treat- 
ment of college women by college men‘ be- 
yond a meaningless et prank some- 
times carried to excess, and have seen much 
generous consideration, prompted by unsel- 
fish manliness, for them.

WOLCOTT APPEALS TO HOUSE. 


Candidete for Senator in Colorado Urges 
Republicans to Unite and Expel - 
the Democrats. 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 17.—Former United 
States Senator Edward’O. Wolcott, who is 
a candidate for election to the seat now held 
by Senator Henry M. Teller, has issued an 
appedl to the republican members of the 
house to unite and expel seventeen dmocratic 
members whose seats are contested. Other- 
wise, he declares, a democrat will be elected 
senator. 

A majority of the seventeen members of 
the house who are supporting Wolcott have 
signed an agreement that they will vote 
first, last, and all the time for him for 
United States senator and will-not cast a 
vote for any other candidate. 

Representative Frewen, the Wolcott leader 
in the house, has served oral peremptory no- 
tice on Chairman Breckinridge of the house 
committee on privileges and elections to 
the effect that unless the committee reports 
in favor of arbitrarily unseating all the 
democratic members from Arapahoe county, 
and unless the vote on unseating the fifteen 
men be made jointly instead of separately, 
the Wolcott men will not vote to seat a 
single republican. 


- Democratic Senators Threaten. 

All the democratic senators except one have 
pledged themselves to unseat a republican 
senator for every democratic member of the 
house unseated, man for man, so long as re- 
publican senators remain upon whom retalia- 
tion can be had. 

Concerning this proposed policy of retal- 
iation, Mr. Wolcott in his address to the re- 
publicans says: 

“The theatened importation into the sen- 
ate by democrats of the bloody methods 
which hdve forever blackened the good 
name of the state of Kentucky must not 
swerve us. The patriotic republicans in the 
state senate are loyal to their party, and they 
are able, backed by a republican governor, 
to take care of themselves.’’ : 


Deadlock Believed Probable. 

Many of the seventeen republican members 
of the: house who are opposed to Wolcott's 
election are pledged not to vote for him under 
any circumstances, and will not join in any 
caucus for the purpose of selecting a sena- 
torial candidate.

Clintock of the department of English of 


the University of Chicago. condemned the 
time honored stories during an address on 


“The Best Story for the Child” before the 


Octavius club yesterday morning. 

‘Stories in which men’s heads are cut off 
are not so bad for children, because the ¢hild 
has no idea of what it means to cut off a 
man’s head, but stories in which people steal 
and are dishonest or disobedient are in- 
jurious to the morals of the child,” declared 
Mrs. McClintock. 

“ Although the story of the ‘ Three Bears 
‘{s popular with children and mothers I resent 
it,”’ she said. “‘Itisimmoral. It was wrong 
for the little girl to eat up the bear’s por- 
ridge.”’ 


Reading Before Age of 12 Harmful. 

Mrs. McClintock condemned the practice of 
permitting children to read before they are 
12. “Until they attain that age they should 
be read to, as the process of reading is so 
laborious that the story and the idea and 
mora! carried with it are lost. The child isso 
occupied with each tree that it ignores the 
forest.”’ 

The child must be given, according to Mrs. 
McClintock, some “‘ notable material such as 
is found in the glorious hospitality of the 
Greeks and some realistic material such as is 
found in.‘ Taffy the Welshman.’ ”’ 

Mrs. McClintock made.a of the 
proper reading for children at the different 
ages from infancy to 14 years. It follows:

From 7-0—Such stories as ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe ”

Although there are the strongest kind of 
proofs that Miss White took her own life, 
proofs which have fully satisfied the dead 
girl’s father and sisters that she committed 
suicide, Lieut. Backus insists on continuing 
the investigation. A number of facts, some 
of the most trivial character and some having 
no bearing whatever on the case, have come 
to the surface and the lieutenant feels that 
Heppler ought to explain them. 

Coroner Traeger is fully satisfied with the 
verdict which the jury returned Friday morn- 
ing, but will place no obstacles in the way 
of the police investigation. If anything de- 
velops indicating that Heppler administered 
a fatal dose of morphine to the young woman 
whom he introduced as his wife, a second in- 
quest will be ordered. 


Hear Story of a Quarrel. 


In tracing the movements of Heppler and 
Miss White the police find that prior to 
last Monday the couple lived in an apart- 
ment building at 3953 Michigan avenue. 
Miss Marie Kennedy, a stenographer living 
at the same address, told the police that 
on the night before the couple moved to 
the Calumet avenue they had a 
violent quarrel. 

Heppler, according to Miss Kennedy, came 
home at a late hour and was accused by 
Miss White of having been in the company 
of another woman. Bitter words were ex- 
changed, culminating !n Miss White strik- 
tng Heppler. He is said to have threatened 
to leave her after this occurrence. 


Mrs. Worch Raises New Question. 


Mrs. Albert Worch, in whose flat Heppler 
and Miss White secured lodging after mov- 
ing from the Michigan avenue building, be- 
lieves that the young woman must ee 


-arisen from bed during Wednesday night 


and taken the fatal dose of morphine. She 
positive that Miss White could not have 
taken the poison without detection before re- 
tiring for the night. 

At 2 o'clock Thursday morning, so Mrs.

He de- 
clares that he lit the gas himself when he 
arose to go to work in the morning. 


“G@irl’s Brain Examined. 
The body of Miss White remained at Bil- 


ger’s undertaking rooms, 5133 Lake avenue, 
during the day. In the forenoon Dr. Spring- 


tion of the base of the brain, which was 
prompted by statements of the dead girl's 
sister that she was subject to heart trouble. 
Heppler also told the police that a few 
months ago Miss White collapsed from heart 
trouble after taking three drinks of whisky, 
and had to be carried into a residence at 
Fifty-first street and Michigan avenue. 

Dr. Springer’s examination failed to reveal 
any indications of cerebral hemorrhage, 
which might follow the drinking of an un- 
usual quantity of whisky. Miss White, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Worch and Heppler, took 
as many as six large drinks of whisky on 
the night before her death. 


Relatives Exonerate Heppler. 


James White, father of the girl, had not 
arranged for removing the body from the 
undertaker’s place iate in the afternoon.

Lexington, Miss., Jan. 17.—[{Special.]—Sam 
Sanders of this city, who has achieved some 
notoriety recently by sending money orders 
for 5 cents each to prominent men of the 
country, is a shiftless negro who has been 
the victim of practical jokes of this town for 
many years.

Improves His New Properties. 


Pursuing the same far sighted, broad gauge 
policy that distinguished the growth of 
Standard Oil Mr. Rockefeller has improved 
the properties he has been steadily acquiring. 
Rookeries have been demolished, lanes ex- 
panded into broad roads, roads closed and 
boulevards bult instead, hollows converted 
into lakes, and hills partly cleared of rough 
stones and ugly undergrowth and lofty ob- 
servatories erected on their summits, 

It is as ifsome Roman emperor had pointed 
his finger at a far stretch of territory and 
said, ‘Make that a garden spot,” and ina 
trice almost the transformation has been 
accomplished. Yet all this acquiring, im- 
proving, and concentrating has not been done — 
without friction. For years Mr, Rockefeller | 
has fought assessments he deemed excessive 
and unjust and finally he has had them 
scaled down. He pays his taxes promptly, as 
the long list of amounts opposite bis name 
on June 4 last indicates. 

as an individual—even so one 
as the real and titular head of the vast 
Standard Oil aggregation of brains and 
wealth—Mr. Rockefeller could not acquire 
the lands he longed for through anything 
akin to condemnation proceedings. If he 
purchased in person exorbitant prices would 
be asked for every hovel and barnyard: 
therefore trusted agents were employed, 
who operated through other intermediartes, 
and, acre by acre,, the territory has been 
deeded to the one who most desired it. 


Buys In Valuable Holdings. 


He began boldly. In September, 1898, he 
bought six estates, including nearly four 
miles of Hudson river frontage. This was , 
the biggest single recorded transaction in 
real estate In the vicinity. Nearly 6S0U 
acres, adjoining on the south the already 
conspicuous estate of his brother, William 
Rockefeller, known as Rockwood, were ob- 
tained after six months of negotiation. At 
one stroke Mr. Rockefeller had obtained a 
great tract of wonderful natural beauty, . 
adjacent to the metropolis and commanding 
an impressive view up and down the Hud- 
son and across to the Palisades. It in- 
cluded lofty hills, smiling valleys, patches 
of virgin woodland, sparkling brooks, pictur- 
esque lanes, and rolling meadows, 

Back of this tract, however, was a higher -: 
eminence, known since the days of the old 
Dutch settlers as Kaakout mountain. Lat- 
terly it has been possessed by the Wads- 
worth family. It was the crest of Tarrytown 
heights and overlooked the Rockefeller 
property. It would never do to have some 
undesirable neighbor get it and erect a tre- 
mendous structure and cast a shadow on the 
demesne below. Consequently this, too, was 
added to the John D. Rockefeller holdings. _ 
Boxwood was fast rivaling Rockwood as a 
show place, but covetous eyes were cast 


Scarboroughwise and more holdings absorbed 


in that direction in October, 1805. 
Lake Deepened and Enlarged. 


In January, 1900, Mr. Rockefeller bought 
the Ward Wheeler property near by. it 
comprised some twenty acres and includeda 
lake. He had heretofore obtained water 
from the Tarrytown high surface reservoir, 
but next he drained, deepened.and enlarged | 
his lake at an expense of $60,000 and was in- 
dependent. 

With wealih he himself has said he could, 
not well reckon, with the privilege of going 


ewhither he listed, it is a rare compliment te 


his own good taste that this Crawsus of mod-. 
ern timer has chosen this territory as his 
kingdom. Having reached the contempla- 
tive. if not the retrospective, *erlod of tite 
he has yearned for converse with nature a% 
first hand, rather than through the art of 
the painter and sculptor and the philogso- 
pher’s stylus. He cannot take more out of 
this world—which has granted him unpreo- 
edented endowments—than he brought intwe 
it, but perhaps he finds solace in the hope. 
that this investment may be a heritage of 
beauty te countless thousands yet unborn.

killing Watchman John 8. Kirk on Feb. 11, 
1902, in the “ district.’’ 

“All the witnesses in this case were 
bribed,”’ said Streeter to the court when ar- 
raigned for sentence. ‘I wasn’t there at the 
time the shooting occurred. Cooper lied like 
a pirate in this case.

Pawtucket, R. I., Jan. 17.—[Special.}—Col. 
John Blake, leader of the Irish brigade 1!

a speech here last night. He said that the 
Clan-na-Gael claimed to’ have appropriated 
$10,000 with which to bring home the Irish 


people now are inquiring about the expendi- 
ture of that money. He disclaimed having 
received any money from, the organization 
and had knowledge of only two sums of 
money sent to the Transvaal. ~~ 
He sald he wnGerstood that $4,000 was 
first sent to bring home a detachment of the 
jo ambulance corps, but this was not 
a fact. The Boer government paid the 
passage of the detachment from Delagoa 
bay to New York.’ After the detachment 
left Delagoa bay the $4,000 was received 
by United States. Consul Hollis at Delagoa 
bay, who returned the money to the parties 
who sent it. 


Appeals to John F. Finerty. 

Col. Blake further said that after hostilities 
ceased he wrote a letter to John F. Finerty 
of Chicago, requesting him to forward $4,000 
to pay the passage back of a detachment of 
men from south Africa, promising repayment 
and interest. 

Just before leaving for Cape Town, Col. 
Blake took twenty-two men to United States 
Consul Gordon at Johannesburg and gave 
him power of attorney, so that if the money 
came from Mr. Finerty the United States 
consul could use it in sending the men back 
to America. He got word from United States 
Consul Gordon that the money was received, 
and later he learned that his men received 
second class passage and each took $25 ex- 
penses, and that United States Consul Gordon 
returned $655, balance unexpended. 


Blames Clan-na-Gael.

CASTRO MUST GIVE PLEDGES.

Jan. 17.-—In- the negotiations 
with Venezuela which are about to begin at 
Washington, Great Britain and Germany, as 
the result. of .further correspondence, are 
quite determined that the irreducible condil- 
tion of arbitration is that President Castro 
shall pay or give collateral security for the 
sums already specified... 

The powers will not consent to raising the 
blockade. until Venezuela complies with this 
unalterable condition. The allies place the 
responsibility for further delay upon Vene- 
gsuela.

Prof. Dewar, F. R. 8., delivered another 
of his fascinating lectures upon experiments 
with extremely low temperatures at the 
Royal institution last night. He showed by 
experiments in low temperatures that the 
specific gravity of ice water is densest at 4° 
centigrade. He went on to say that the 
question was, would the contraction caused 
by cold ever make ice as dense as water at 
that temperature? At minus 182° it is cer- 
tainly less dense than water, for it floated 
on liquid oxygen which had about the same 
density as water, though it sank in liquid 
nitrogen. 
In 1847 James Thomson was led to the 
conclusion that the freezing point of water 
must be lowered by pressure. This had been 
proved experimentally by Lord Kelvin. 
What temperature, he asked, then could be 
got by forcing ice to liquefy under pressure, 
and could ice always be liquefied even at the 
temperature of liquidiair if there was unlim- 
ited pressure at command? 

Lately it had been shown that with press- 
ures of 3,000.0r 4,000 atmospheres a new sort 
of ice could be obtained which was denser 
than water. Below minus 22° no squeezing 
would produce a liquid.

When Smith emerged from the closet Frid- 
ley, the star witness for the state, saw him 
and told Assistant State’s Attorney Olson 
that he was “ Red’ Smith. He was taken 
into custody immediately and hurried to jail. 


Defendants’ Case Is Outlined. 


The plan of the defense was revealed yes- 
terday when witnesses were put on the 
stand to testify that they had been hired 
by Henry Thumann to go before the grand 
jury and give evidence which resulted in 
the indictment of the brass molders. Fred

PARADES OF POOR INCREASE. 


Starving Thousands in London March 
- Many Miles to Beg of Spectators 
—Get Few Pennies. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 17.—The poor of London 
are not starving in silence this winter. It 
is said that the distress is far greater than 
for many years, and certainly the streets 
give evidence of the truth of this statement. 

Great: processions of the unemployed 
march through the principal streets every 
day under red banners. Large detachments 
of police act as escorts for these shivering 
unkempt hordes. They are flanked by thirty 
or forty half clad individuals who shake 
wooden collection boxes under the noses of 
the spectators. 

The principal procession assembles every 
day at Mile End, Whitechapel, under the 
auspices of the Social Democratic federa- 
tion. Each man receives a ticket entitling 
him if he walks sixteen miles in the line to 
Hyde Park and return for a share in the 
money taken up.in the collection boxes. 
The proceeds of these shares average 37 
cents. The majority of the men_.in these 
processions are dock laborers, who work on 
the riverside, Many of them are complete- 
ly exhausted at the end of the march, and 
some collapse and are taken to the hospital. 

This has been a week of the bitterest winter 
weather London has ever experienced, and it 
is not surprising that the half fed, half clad 
men are unable to bear the strain of the 
march in the piercing freezing wind with- 
out overcoats. 

During the greater part of the distance the 
marchers are Silent, and nothing is heard ex- 
cept the rattling of the cash boxes. Now 
and then, however, the 1,000 or 2,000 men join 
in this chorus: | 

The poor, the poor, are ever in the way, 
The poor are starving day by day.

PLAN TO BLOCK GOULD’S EASTERN 
TRUNK LINE SCHEME. 


'Penusylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Interests Prepare to Shorten Lat- 
ter Road by New Cut-Off, and by 
Utilizing O14 Right of Way Shut 
Out an Ambitious Competitor—Im- 
migrant Rate Difficulty Is Referred 
Back for Vote of the Bureau. 


Plans have been developed by the Pennsy!- 
vania-Baltimore and Ohio combination 
bicck Gould's Wabash eastern trunk lines 
schente by shortening the Baltimore and 
Ohio route eighty miles from Chicago, and 
fifty miles from Pittsburg to Baltimore. 

According to these plans there will be new 
cut-offs west of Pittsburg, and 200 miles of 
new road to be constructed between Pitts- 
burg and Baltimore. The old South Penn- 
sylvania route, on which the Vanderbilts 
years ago spent millions of dollars, but was 
never completed, will be utilized. 

Gould’s project to extend his lines to the 

Atlantic seaboard has determined the Balti- 
more and Ohio, under its mutuality of in- 
terests agreement with the Pennsylvania, to 
avail itself of the short route to compete 
with the Goulds. This new road, it is claimed, 
will greatly reli¢éve the immense traffic be- 
tween the great steel mills and other fac- 
tories in the Pittsburg district and the sea- 
board. 
The Baltimore and Ohio recently appro- 
priated $2,500,000 for building a line from 
' Bedford, Pa., to Coleman, on the Johnstown 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio. This will 
enter an immense soft coal field, in which the 
Merchants’ Coal company, the W. K. Nipper 
company, and the Consolidated Coal com- 
pany of Baltimore have acquired large prop- 
erties. 

If the Southern Pennsylvania route was 
not used, nothing could prevent the Goulds 
from condemning a route along that line for 
the eastern extension of the Wabash. 

Immigrant Rates. Referred. 

No decisive action wes reached by the 
western immigrant bureau meeting in the 
Rock Islgnd case. resolutions were 
submitted, one being.to the effect that the 
promises of the Rock Island that it would not 
disturb immigrant -rates via the Missouri 
river and Ogden gateways, or via the Bt...

NEW RULES ON ELECTRIC WIRES 


City Electrician Ellicott Sends Fifteen 
Hundred Notices to Different 
; _ Builders. 


For the protection of apartment houses 
and other classes of buildings to a ‘ess de- 
gree, City Electrician Bilicott has sent out 
1,500 notices to architects and bui'ders an- 
nouncing new rules regarding wiring. 

Numerous costly fires have beer caused 
py the sareless work of electricians in in- 
stalling wires. It is alleged that 20 per cent 
of the fires caused by electric wires in anart- 
ment houses are due to just such work asthe 
new order is designed to prevent. According 
to the aotices sent out all concealed w'res 
must be tncased in approved metal conduits 
and in seach :ase the department must ap- 
prove the plans. 
“The tlass of work prohibited in the 
new rule,’ said City Blectrician Bilicott, 
“ts generaily ased in electric Nehting in- 
stallations in ‘arge flat buildings. One-fifth 


of the fires taused by electric wires have 
been due to the class of work which this 
order is designed to prevent. In no instance 
was a fire caused by the wiring when inatalied 
as prescribed by the new rule.” 

The énforcement of the fire escape ordi- 
nance probably will be transferred from the 
building to the fire department. Aldermen 
from the judiciary committee, with acting 
Bullding Commissioner O'Shea and Chief 
Musham, conferred with Mayor Harrison 
with regard to the change. Chief Musham 
protested against the transfer, but it was 
practically settied..

ARE SUPPRESSED 


Derricks Destroyed by 
Law's Agents. 


So the Anglers Can Have 
a Chance Again. 


Fishing with nets and derricks on the lake 
front is at an end, as from the mouth of 
the Calumet river to Twelfth street the 
breakwaters and piers have been cleared 
of the apparatus of these fishermen. 

Almost 800 d@ipnets have been seized 
through the efforts of the Illinois Fish com- 
mission, and as many derricks for 
and lowering the seines have been cut down. 
The commission operated under a law which 
forbids such fishing within a quarter of a 
mile of the shore line. | 

Before the dipnet fishermen took posses- 
sion of the lake front hundreds of hook and 
line fishers could be found there. Then the 
breakwaters and pliers were built and the 
derricks began to appear, til) finally almost 
the entire front was blockaded with the 


apparatus. 

Under the law the derrick fishermen had 
no rights,.but there were few prosecutions, 
and those arrested for violations genere)ly 
managed to escape punishment. Occasion- 
ally there would be a general raid, but those 
arrested ¢scaped by paying costs and would 
be back at their nets in time to make the 
regular haul. 

Many Seizures Made. 

When Nat H. Cohen took the presidency

“ We have succeeded in clearing the 
front from the mouth of the Calumet river 
to Twelfth street, taking between #evern 
and eight hundred nets and cutting Gown as 
many derricks, which are contrary to law. 
These kept away thousands of people who 
wished to enjoy the sport by hook and@ line 
fishing. which is excellent at times, and a 
good source of food supply. The lake front 
at present is absolutely clear of the filegal 
devices, and I trust that we shall be able 
to keep it go." 

Amended Laws Are Asked. 
During the present session of the legis- 
lature the commission will ask for several 
amendments to the fish laws now in force. 
A pamphiet giving a history of the HNiinols 
commission during 1902, reprinted from the 
American Field, has been prepared and will 
be presented to the legislators. 

The natural resources whicn favor the 
work of the commission in’ the state are 
spoken of as follows in the pamphiet: 

“ The great state of Illinois ts so fortunate 
as to have within its borders some of the most 
extensive natural propagative and nufsery 
gronnds for fish that can be found in any | 
commonwealth in the United States. Ih the 
bottom lands along the [linois afe many 
lakes and sloughs that are filled with water 
several times each year, when the river over- 
flows its banks, and these lakes furnish vast 
spawning grounds for adult fishes and excep- 
tional nurseries for the fry. These natural 
provisions are utilized by the state fish com- 
mission in replenishing other waters. 

‘* During seasons when normal conditions 
prevail many thousands of emall fishes are 
seined and shipped for stocking purposes, the 
supply being practically inexhaustible and 


by the length of time during which conditions 
may be favorable for collection each sea- 
son and the cost of doing the work.’’ 

The pollution of the streams and rivers will 
be stopped if the proposed legislation becomes 
a law. 

“ Among the recommendations that will 
be made at Springfield will be a law that will 
prevent the pollution of all waters,"’ said 
George W. Strell of the American Field yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘*‘ We shall also ask that 
a season be established for fishing—in other 
words, a law that will prevent fishing during 
the spawning periods.

MAYOR REFUSES 10 ACT. 


SAYS Lada BOXING BOUTS ARE 
NOT PRIZE FIGHTS. 


Insists, Statute Was Not Framed to 
Stop Such Shows as Are Given Here 
Under Police Surveillance and with 
Medical Examination of Principals 
—City Will Make No Move to Ter- 
minate Sport—If One Club Stops All 
Must Close. | Re 


Mayor ‘Harrison declared yesterday that 
the city would take no action whatever to 
stop boxing matches, regardless of what 
Gov. Yates might do through the sheriff. 

The mayor pointed out that the present law 
was drawn up: to prevent prize fights, and 
that the present six round contests harmed 
nobody and furnished amusement, besides 
being conducted under police surveillance 
and with proper medical examinations of 
principals before bouts. | 

Carried to its logical conclusion, enforce- 
ment of the strict letter of the law would 
compel the arrest of Controller McGann, who 
occasionally takes boxing exercise with 
George Dawson, athletic director of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association, should any other 
person be standing by watching, the mayor 
said. If the American c!ub is to be interfered 
with the Chicago Athletic association and 
all other organizations of the kind woul 
have to be closed also, according to the 
mayor. | 
City Will Not Take Action. 

‘‘ The) city- will take no action whatever to 
stop boxing exhibitions,’’ said Mayor Harri- 
son. “The kind of boxing that is done here 
does no harm to anybody and furnishes 
amusement to many, people. . 

‘It is not prize fighting at all, and that is 
what the law was directed against. The law 
was devised to prevent prize fights being’ 
pulled off under the guise of boxing matches.

American League Executive Again 
Driven to Bed by Injured Leg

Johnson's condition on Friday had im- 
proved.to such an extent that he expected 
to be at his office yesterday. but during the 
night he was attacked by chills, and he grew 
wcrse. His fever yesterday was high, and 
the physicians attending him say that it 
will be several days before he can leave his 


Mr. Johnson’s leg also took a turn for the 
bad yesterday, and he was unable to walk 
on it. While there are no symptoms of blood 
poisoning, it is this which the doctors are 
paying the most attention to and fear. 

The accident which caused the American 
league executive so much trouble was sus- 
tained just before the peace conference be- 
tween’ the American and National league 
committees at Cincinnati. While walking, 
along Dearborn street, opposite the new post- 
office, he slipped on the icy pavement and 
fell, bruising the leg just above the ankle.

Mercer's remains were 
shipped to his Ohio home yesterday.

lute power over the affairs at» the polo 
grounds for all time to come, 


But Knowles Is Treasurer. 


‘But John T. failed to explain one important 
point. He did not tell the magnates just why 
Fred Knowles was made treasurer of the 
‘elub, an office of great importance, for the 
reason that through it all the moneys must 
pass whether in cash or in checks. Knowles 
for several years has been Freedman’s con- 
fidential man in baseball affairs. He has had 
charge of the finances and has worked faith- 
fully for his eccentric employer. Is it not 
strange, therefore, that Brush should volun- 
tarily retain him in an office of such vital 
importance? 

It was Knowles who sent for the scribes 
the other day and told them that Freedman 
had succeeded in blocking the entrance of 
the American league into this city. He 
showed héw Andy had manipulated the Rapid 
Transit Construction company, which is 
building the subway, so that a supposed 
proposition from the American league made 
to John B. McDonald, the tunnel contractor, 
had been summarily turned down. Knowles, 
with much mystery, showed that the Ameri- 
can league wanted the tunnel people to buy 
a plot of ground on Lenox avenue, near One 
Hundred and Forty-third street, for $500,000 
and then lease it to the Johnsonites. 


Who Does the Talking? 

“ But,” sald Knowles, always the faithful 
servant, “ Mr. Freedman, who is a director 
of the Rapid Transit Construction company, 
blocked the deal.”’ 

With a ery of triumph the press agents 
rushed forth from Knowles’ office and soon 
spread before the public in the yellow ex- 
tras the gratifying information that the 
American league would not play ball here. 

Said one of the agents: 

‘*‘ Baseball cranks need not fear an inva- 
sion of these pirates, for one Andrew Freed- 
man, still loyal to the patfons of the game 
here, stopped the deal with a nod of the 
head.”’ 

But where was Owner Brush? Why didn’t 
he bob up with this information? He was 
out In Indianapolis, nearly 1,000 miles away 
from the Polo grounds, wondering what the 
American league intended to do with him. 
Though he learned that Andy had blocked 
the entrance of the Johnson bunch, John T. 
knew that the American league club here 
was a certainty. So, when the peace com- 
mittee agreed to allow the American league 
to come in here, wasn’t it natural for Brush 
to put up a howl? And wasn't that howl on 
the Freedman order? 


Look Out for Freedman. 


Do not be surprised, therefore, in view of 
the taking away of Delehanty, Davis, El- 
berfeld, and Warner to hear that Brush has 
threatened to close the gates of the Polo 
grounds, one of the neatest bluffs ever 
worked by Freedmam Also don't. be at all 
jarred if Freedman rushes into the next 
meeting of the magnates and frightens all 
of them out of their wits.

When Pat Powers, president of the Eastern 
league, says Baltimore will not be admitted 
to that circuit he speakes by the card. The 
Eastern league never enjoyed such a pros- 
perous season as last year. New Yorkers 
had a taste of Eastern league ball over in 
Jersey City, which turned out to be one of 
the best paying cities in the circuit. The 
Jersey City grounds are more easily reached 
from Wall street and Park row than are the 
Polo grounds. It is thirty-five minutes’ ride 
to the entrance of the grand stand, and all 
Jersey was there last year. I saw several 
Saturday crowds of 5,000 and 6,000 persons. 

Billy Murray, who made baseball pay in 
Providence, will handle the Jersey City club 
this year, and will havé a crack team. The 
grounds will be enlarged and the stands built 
up so that there will be a greater seating 
capacity. If Sunday ball is permitted on 
the Jersey City grounds it will not be long 
before the town will be fit for a major league.

Betting in the Cage. 


One of the features of the indoor work of 
the Chicago basebali candidates is the bat- 
ting work. Stagg has always been a great 
stickler for strong hitting. He begins to 
train his ball tossers at once in the art cf 
wielding the stick. He was a heavy and 
sure hitter himself while at Yale, and he be- 
fleves in pulling games out of the hole by 
means of the hitting game. 

He teaches his men the science of wielding 
the bat by exercising them in wand swing- 
ing, 80 that they may learn the form. Then 
he puts a pitcher, catcher, and batter in the 
cage together and sets them at work. The 

batter may knock out 48 many home runs 

as he wishes without danger to other persons 
who are working in the gymnasium, for the 
net catches the ball and absorbs the force 
of the ball. 
The men indulge in this cage work as long 

a@s possible. After Coach Stagg has thinned 

out his squad until he has only the most 

likely candidates ieft he assigns them to at 

least fifteen minutes’ batting practice in the | 

cage. As a resuit of this work Siage’s men 

are usually better batsmen at the beginning

Capt. Floyd E. Harper will be leader of the 
Chicago nine for the second season. He is 
@ Steady and spirited player, who has had 
much experience in preparatory school, col- 
lege, and otherwise, and is considered one 
of the most inspiring leaders the Chicago 
nine has ever had.

A football coach is usually reluc- 
tant about discussing his future 
plans or the mutual relation ex- 
isting between himself and the col- 
lege he represents, but I will say 
that the Northwestern undergrad- 
nate, professional school man, 
graduate, and coach are all hope- 
ful. Everything can be summed 
up in that word. 

Northwestern has entered upona 
new era, both educational and ath- 
letic, and has been named the 
“New Northwestern,” and that this 
new era will bear fruit no one 
doubts; it may be delayed a year or 
two, but it will come. 

As I shall only be the football 
coach my ective work will not be- 
gin until September, but I am as- 
sisting Mr, Butterworth in solving 
the many intricate athletic prob- 
lems that are presented. The can- 
. didates for the eleven next fall will 
remain in Evanston in one build- 
ing devoted entirely to their inter- 
ests, and by this arrangement we 
hope more closely to affiliate the 
professional schools which are not 
in the same environment as the un- 
dergradunate departments. 

I eannot promise Northwestern 
and its supporters a team which 
will be at once adept in football 
science.

BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR NINE. 


Teach Fine Points. 


In baseball Northwestern has some tradl- 
tions to uphold and some past achievements 
to excel. The university was represented by 
a fairly good team last year, but the work 
of training a team that will be much better 
has now been taken up. 

The formation of university league and 
the adoption of an excellent schedule have 
tended to increase interest in the game. 
Capt. Fleager, who has charge of the Ev- 
anston end of the work. has declared that 
with the candidates available there he will 
bring forth a team better than that of last 
year. On top of this announcement comes 
the statement of Butterworth that there 
will be in the neighborhood of a hundted 
candidates for the baseball team from the 
Chicago departments. 

‘*Some of these,’’ Butterworth said, “ are 
good. I do not know how many of them are 
varsity material, but it seems to me that 
a good many of them are.”’ 

The work of training them, which has al- 
ready begun, will be pushed as fast as pos- 

sible. Sheppard field will be given over to 
the men who study in Evanston, and a park 
will be secured in Chicago for the studenis 
of the professional schools. As soon as the 
weather will permit the interdepartment 
games will be played, and then arrangements 
will be made for the best of the professional 
-#choo! men to practice with the team in Ev- 
anston. 

It is probable that the college of liberal 
arts will furnish the majority of the good 
players this year, having left a majority of 
the players of last year’s team. Dr. Hol- 
lister laid a basis for the introduction of 
some good new material last summer when 

he organized and managed a summer base- 
ball team in Evanston and developed Woods 
and Hanmer, infielders of more than or- 
dinary college caliber. 

The newer men in Chicago will have more 
advantages for early training. In the uni- 

‘versity building, on Dearborn street, two 
rooms, each 125 feet in length. have been 
converted into cages in which practice wiil 
be held every day. Professiona! pitchers 
and catchers will be there to coach the bat- 
tery candidates and other coaches will be 
secured for the fielders. A cage will also 
be constructed in the armory for the use 
of the students of the medical school. Thus 
better facilities for training will be pro- 
vided than the university ever had before. 

Capt. Fleager has adopted as his war cry 
in the chase for material, “I want some 
candidates with Irish names.” 

“Jt takes an Irishman to play baseball a 
little better‘than any one else does,”’ he 
said.

'The first decade of the athletic life of the University of. 
Chicago has already passed, and we are now entering upon a 
new period. Our first beginnings were more or less crude, but, 
I think, reasonably successful.

Shortly after McCornack was secured came 
the announcement that Horace Butterworth 
would be athletic director and manager of 
the athletic teams. This was even more

Butterworth began his work of unifying the 
departments last week. He did not say to 
the students in Chicago, Come to Evanston, 
if you feel like it, and practice in our little 
gym." He said, “ You have a gymnasium 
of your own.”’ 


Big Squads at Armory. 


As a preliminary step he secured the First 
regiment armory, which is only a short walk 
from the medical school and easily reached 
by the law, dental, and pharmacy students, as 
a place for practice. Then he visited each 
school, addressing the students on the subject 
of university athletics, and urging on them 
the desirability of competing for the teame. 
The reeult is that a hundred athietes are 
practicing dally to make the track team, and 
a hundred more will be out next week to try 
for the bas¢ball team. These candidates, in 
addition to those in Evanston, form the 
largest squads ever known at Northwest- 
ern and among the largest at any western 
university. 

“This proves that we have the possibil- 
ities,"" Butterworth said. “and it only re- 
mains to get the results from these men.” 

The results are expected to follow in the 
shane of winning teams. The facilities for 
training are to be greatly increased In a few 
days by the construction of a gymnasium and 
two baseball cages in the profesciona!l schools 
building at Lake and Dearborn streets. Thew 
each department wil! have an athietic organt- 
zation of its own, and these will be tributary 
to a central organization which will have 
authority over the athletics of the university 
as a whole.

So the list 
was extended to take in the trotters up to 
2:10, selecting, of course, only those which 
are at all likely to start in such a race and 
which showed themselves by last season's 
performances to have achance. Even then 
the list contains the names of only thirty- 
two animals, and a number of these are 
- not likely to enter. But on the other hand, 
there are a number with marks between 
2:10 and 2:12 whose owners are the sort 
that “take a chance” in their racing vep- 
tures, and enough of them probably i 


kneed owners among the legitimate material 
from which the race would naturally fill. : 


Substitution Clause in Conditions. 


There will be a substitution clause in the

E. E. Shaner, Manager of Interstate As- 
sociation, Regrets Abemdonment 
of Annual Event. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 10.—Elmer E. Shaner 
of this city, manager of the Interstate Shoot- 
ing association, has issued his annual report 
for the year.

PURE FOOD LEGISLATION. | 
A-nationa] law relative to-pure food and 
drugs has passed the house of representa- 
tives. There is not much reason to look for 
its passage by the senate. Few senators 
object to the principle of such a law, but 
there are conflicting ideas as to how it should 
be framed. Legislation on this interesting 
subject will have to be left to a future con- 
Some congress will pass a pure food law. 
The agitation in favor of it is not the mere 
fad of the moment. It grows out of the feel- 
ing which is constantly gaining strength that . 
the consumer ought to be protected by the 
government against adulterations which are 
often harmful as well as dishonest: Adul- 
teration is adroitly and scientifically carried 
on now, and the consumeer cannot protect 
himself against it so easily as he could 


The first laws enacted concerning the sub- 
ject were state laws. They do not seem to 
meet the requirements of the case. If the 
state in which a manufacturer is making 
adulterated goods enacts a law which inter- 
feres seriously with his business it is gener- 
ally easy for him to move’ to a er state 
where there is no such law. State legisla- 
tion is mot uniform. As a rule it is not en-- 
forced with sufficient energy. There are 
complaints sometimes that it is ignorantly 
and oppressively enforced.’ Hence the de- 
mand—which no one would have thought of 
muking twenty years ago—for a national 
law which will apply everywhere and which 
will be intelligently and faithfully enforced. 

The house bill is based on the power of 
congress to regulate commerce between the 
states. It prohibits the transportation from 
one state to another of food products which 
contain harmful substances. This is the 
most important function of a pure food law, 
for the protection of the health of consumers 
is of more consequence than the protection } 
of their pocketbooks. The bill prohibits also 
the transportation of products which are 
adulterated -with cheap but harmless ingre- 
dients unless the merchandise is marked so 
that the buyer cannot be deceived. If he 
buys adulterated goods knowingly because 
they are cheaper—as wher he buys cotton- 
seed oil for olive oil—thatis his affair. The 
bill provides also that certain domestic 
products shall not be so marked as to lead 
the buyer to believe they are imported good 
and are worth a higher price. | 

‘The bill does not say that an Illinois man- 
ufacturer shall not make and sell in the 
state harmful or fraudulent food products. 
That is a matter for the state to look after. 
It must protect its own citizens against their 
fellow citizens. The bill does say that the 
Illinois manufacturer must not ship his 
goods out of the state. It is\not likely that 
the Supreme court will hdld that congress 
has not the power to do this. If it has the 
power, and if a law enacted under that 
power is enforced, consumers will not have 
entire protection but there will be a close 
approach to it. | | 


SECRETARY ROOT’S BILLS. 
The military legislation asked for by the 
secretary of war is making its way through 
congress. The bill for the reorganization of 
the militia, which went through the house 
unchanged, has been amended in one re- 
spect in the senate. The section providing 
for a reserve force of trained men who have 
seen service in the regular or volunteer 
armies or the national guard, to be enrolled 
by the secretary of war, was stricken out. 
The plan was to use this reserve force for 
immediate service either within or without 
the territories of the United States. 
Some southern senators took exception to 
a provision which most people will look on 
as unobjectionable. They contended that it 
was out of place in a bill for the organiza- 
tion of the militia, and that the proposed 
national volunteer reserve would be nothing 
more than “an appendix to the regular 
army.” So greatly do the senators in ques- 
tion fear the regular army that they in- 
sisted on a surgical operation to remove its 
appendix. The reserve, they said, could not 
be a part of the militia; because it was to 
be officered by the United States and was 
liable to be ordered out of the country, which 
the militia cannot be. | 
The house might as well concur in the 
amendment of the senate. The bill even 
without the section in question will be a 
great improvement on existing legislation, 
which is more than a century old. It will 
be no small achievement for the secretary 
of war to bring about the reorganization of 
the militia which will be possible under the 
amended bill. Later on provision can be 
made forthe national volunteer reserve. 
The bill for the organization of a general 
staff has passed the house and has been re- 
ported favorably to the senate with the 
recommendation that several amendments 
be adopted. None of them apparently is 
calculated to weaken the bill. Hestanale. 
ly there is not much time in which to con- 
sider a measure which is likely to provoke 
debate. There are senators who served 
during the civil war, and it one seem to 
them that the system of army organization 
which was in use then at the north and at 
the south is the best possible system. There 
is a possibility but not a certainty that a 
measure which will give the army in peace 
and war a degree of efficiency which it lacks 
now will be enacted by this congress. | 
RELIGIOUS STATISTICS. | 
There has been of late considerable appre- 
hension expressed that the various churches 
in the United States are on the down grade, 
thereby indicating decadence in religious be- 
lief and corresponding gain in materialism. 
The latest figures, published by Dr. Henry 
K. Carroll in the Obristian Advocate, who 
is'‘acknowledged to be one uf the most reli- 
able of religious statisticians, do not en- 
courage this apprehension, but, on the other 
hand, show that there was an increase in 
membership during 1902. | | 
Somé\of the details of Dr. Carroll’s tabu- 
lation are interesting as well.as significant. 
Protestants do not often concede the cor- 
rectness of figures of Roman Catholic mem- 
bership because.of the peculiar methods of 
calculating it, but, as the statement stands, 
that denomination heads the list with 9,401,- 
798, which is nearly three millions more than 
the census of 1890 gave. The) census of 
1900 did not include the enumeration of this 
denomination. All the leading Protestant 
denominations show gains over 1901, the 
Methodist, as usual, leading off with a mem- 
bership, including all its bodies, of 6,084,755, 
The Methodist Episcopal church, north and 
south, has 4,320,652 members. The gain in 
all Methodist bodies for the year was about 
98,000. The other large denominations are: 
Southern Baptists, 1,702,324; Lutherans, 
1,745,588; Colored Baptists, 1,615,321; Dis- 
ciples of Christ, 1,207,377; Northern Pres- 
byterians, 1,024,196; Northern Baptists, 
1,012,276; Protestant B)piscopal, 758,052; 
Congregationalists, 659,824; and African 
Zion, 542,422. The Jewish church claims 
143,000 members, men only: Friends, 118,-

tists, 51,608; Spirituatista, 45,080; Christien- 
Catholics, or Dowieites, 40,000; Salvation 
army, 22,534. 
‘The total number of communicants in the 
United States in 1902 was 28,689,028, as 
compared with 28,285,285.in 1901, a gain 
for the year of 403,743. There certainly is 
to cause for discouragement in this show- 
ing. It is not a phenomenal! gain, but it is a 
healthy one, and it shows that the churches 
are not going backward. Indeed, the per- 
centage of membership gains on the per- 
centage of population. There is every rea- 
son to believe that the percentage of gain; 
this year will be larger than that df last 
year, for some of the denominations, nota- 
bly the Methodist Episcopal and Prot- 
estant Episcopal, have greatly increased 
their “sinews of war.” The New York 
Independent, commenting on these sta- 
tistics, says: “The difference between 
the church and the world is diminishing not 
wholly because the church is relaxing its 
-demands but in good part because the world 
is becoming more Christian.” Science and 
history and criticism are not injuring the 
church, on the whole, although they may be 
in cases where the church has put too heavy 
burdens upon faith. Perhapsthe whole dif- 
ference is contained im the statement that 
theology is waning, not Christianity. 


PROPOSED EDUCATIONAL REFORMS. 

The Association of Collegiate Alumnz 
and the Federation of Women’s Clubs of 
Massachusetts recently combined for the 
purpose of studying and, if possible, improv- 
ing the condition of the elementary public 
schools in the state. A report already has 
been made to their joint committee by an 
advisory committee. It is of more than 
ordinary interest, as it is signed by such 
well known educators as President Eliot of 
Harvard, the late Alice Freeman Palmer, 
Frank A. Hill, secretary of the Massachu- 
setts state board of education; and Sarah L. 
Arnold, supervisor of schools in Boston, 
among others. 

The recommendations of this committee 
are of interest outside the state of Massa- 
chusetts, as they concern reforms which 
constantly are suggesting themselves in the ° 
operation of the public schoo] system, In 
a general way the committee recommends 
that school boards shall be smaller and 
that their work shall be wholly legislative, 
the executive part being left to experts. 
Three ways are suggested for the selection 
of the smaller number of members, five to 
nine—viz.: election at large, appointment 
by the mayor, or by the judges of local 
courts. As to the practical details of the 
educational process the committee recom- 
mends more flexible courses of study, semi- 
annual promotions ef classes and individual 
promotions of ‘pupils who have proved them- 
selves deserving of it, special schools for 
backward, wayward, and feeble minded 
children, departmental teaching for the up- 
per grammar grades, extension of the kinder- 
garten system, and special studies in draw- 
ing, singing, sewing, manual training, and 
cooking. | 

The most important part of the report con- 
cerns the problem of securing better teach- 
ers, for upon the efficiency of the teacher 
hangs the successoftheschool system. The 
suggestions in this direction are significant 
and some of them new.: The committee 
recommends that requests for the appoint- 
ment of local teachers shall be ignored, 
though it does not insist upon the appoint- 
ment of non-resident teachers only. It rec- 


it is practical, professional training as a 
eondition of appointment, that good teach- 
ers, after they have proved their efficiency, 
shall be appointed during good behavior in- 
stead of from year to year, and that the 
number of pupils per teacher shall be re- 
duced to thirty-five. | 

There are numerous other recommenda- 
tions touching upon the necessity of en- 
tirely emancipating the school system from 
politics and of bringing the school into closer 
relations with the home, but the above men- 
tioned include those of the greatest im- 
portance. Massachusetts always has held 
such a commanding position in educational 
matters that any suggestions made by its 
prominent educators and frienus of educa- 
tion of necessity will challenge widespread 
attention. That a committee of this charac- 
ter should feel it incumbent upon itself to 
make a report of this nature shows that 
the recent strictures of Prof. Munsterberg 
have made a deep impression. The pro- 
gram laid down is an extensive one, but if 
only a few of its suggestions should be adopt- 
ed there would be manifest improvement 
in our public school system, for what is true 
of the system in one state is true, more or 
less, in all. | 


THE COMING WAR. 

The phrase “ Saxon versus Slav” had 
an alliterative force which ‘always impressed 
the reader. One is sorry to have to give it 
up in favor of “ Teuton versus Slav.” Yet 
this is what one will have to doif “ Quidam ” 
is right. “‘ Quidam ” claime in this month’s 
Contemporary Review that the great Eu- 
ropean conflict which has been “ looming 
on the horizon ” and sometimes'even ‘| loom- 
ing imminent on the horizon ” for the last 
fifteen years will be a conflict not between 
Russia and England but between Russia and 
Germany. It will be “a life and death 
struggle which will prove unparalleled in the 
world’s history for its magnitude and for its 
far reaching consequences. | | 

During the Franco-Prussian war of 1870 
Russia refrained from intervention and sup- 
posed that tt wouldthereby earn Bismarck’s 
gratitude. A decade later Bismarck dis- 
played an excessively queer kind of gratitude 
by helping to block Russia’s progress toward 
Constantinople.: From that time on, says 
“ Quidam,” both the Russian and German 
governments have understood that their re- 
spective interests were irreconcilable. Gen. 
Skobeleff said: “‘ The battle is unavoidable 
between German and Slay; it will be long, 
bloody, and terrible, but the Slav will tri- 
umph.” A pamphlet called “ Russland am 
Scheidewege,” Berlin, 1888, said: “Between 
Germany and Russia there exist not differ- 
ences on isolated questions of policy but 
deep seated, ineffaceable contrasts of race 
and culture which irresistibly press towards 
an open conflict.” 

Why did Bismarck thwart Russia’s Turk- 
ish dreams? The answer is found in a word, 

Pan - Slavism. Suppose that European 
Turkey passed under Russian contro]. The 
next step would be the absorption of those 
parts of Austria-Hungary which are pre- 
dominantly Slavic. There are many such 
parts. The total population of Austria- 
Hungary is 47,000,000. The Magyars 
(Hungarians) number 8,000,000: the Ger- 
mans, 11,500,000; the Slavs, 22,000,000. 
The first Pan-Slavic congress was held in 
Prague, Bohemia, in 1848. Since that time 
the Pan-Slavic agitation has been continu- 
ous. Now Pan-Slavism differs only Pick- 
wickianly from Russification. Give Russia 
Constantinople. The road from Constanti- 
nople leads to Prague. Think of the circle 
around Berlin formed by St. Petersburg, 
Warsaw, and Prague! “ Quidam” may be 
in full possession of his senses when he

WHY WERE NOT PASSENGERS TOLD! 

Last week officers of the American line 
.were kept busy explaining to persons who 
had friends or relatiyes-on the St. Louis 
that there was no occasion to be alarmed 
about their safety. It was stated that the 
yessel’s boilers were not in a condition for 
fast steaming and that it was to be with- 
drawn from service to be given new boilers. 
The explanation of the delay has been veri- 
fied. The boilers leaked so badly that the 
ship could make but five knots an hour in 
fair weather. The officers of the American 
line knew that thé St. Louis needed the 
overhauling which it has not had for a long 
time. Their excuse for not attending to the 
matter sooner is that the St. Louis could not 
be withdrawn until the New York was ready 
to go into commissian.  / ‘ 

This means that the convenience of the 
company was preferred to the convenience 
of passengers or the peace of mind of those 
who were awaiting their arrival. The least 
that the officers of the company could have 
done was to notify intending passengers 
that, while the vessel was believed to be 
perfectly safe, the condition of its boilers 
was such that a slow trip might be expected. 
It the officers had been less secretive the 
ship would not have had so large a pas- 
senger list, and there would not haye been 
so many people worried because of its fail- 
ure to arrive on schedule time. For while 
anxious inquirers were told not to be 
alarmed because the vessel could not make 
good time, they remained alarmed until it 
was heard from. | 

It appears from the resolutions adopted 
by the indignant passengers that they knew 
nothing when they sailed as to the condi- 
tion of the ship. ‘They “ condemn the reck- 
lessness of a management that would send 
such a crippled vessel, loaded with human 
freight, to contend with the storms and 
perils of an Atlantic winter.” They say 
they believe their lives have been jeopard- 
ized, while their families at home have 
been made to suffer great mental anguish. 
Incidentally the passengers refer to the 
severe financial losses many of them have 
incurred. As a business proposition it 
would have been much better for the Amer- 
ican line to cut out the last trip of the St. 
Louis. It has been a money losingtrip. A 
steamship company which has been accused 
of “ reckless management” by the passen- 
gers on one of its vessels is likely to forfeit 
the confidence of ocean travelers, and to see 
pnesengers filling the boats of other lines 
which do not send out ships with leaking 
boilers in winter or in summer, It is cer- 
tain that none of the passengers on the St. 
Louis will be in favor of a ship subsidy bill

A USEFUL CHARITY CENTER. . 

Last Thursday Tue Trisune said that 
the coal famine relief emergency ought to be 
handled through the bureau of charities. 
Why? Because the bureau of charities com- 
prehends the whole charity situation in Chi- 
cago. Because the bureau of charities is the 
one point from which there is direct and 
rapid communication with all the charity 
agencies of this city. Because the bureau of 
charities is the string on which all the char- 
ity agencies of this city should be strung. 

Tue TRIBUNE supposed thaf the only ob- 
jection any one could have to this sentiment 
was the objection that one naturally has to 
a truism or to a platitude. It was surprised, 
therefore, when it received a letter asserting 
that the bureau of charities was unworthy 
of public support. Why? Because less 
than one-third of its income is spent on re- 
lief and more than two-thirds on salaries 
and administration. This quaint old argu- 
ment! How interesting it is—to antiqua- 
rians. One feels as if one had met a griffin, 
or a dodo, or a chimera. Of course the 
bureau of charities spends more than two- 
thirds of its income on salaries and admin- 
istration. That is just what its subscribers 
expect it to do. It is not hoodwinking any- 
body. Let us have one final explanation. 

The bureau of charities is not primarily a 
society for the bestowal of food, fuel, and 
clothing on the poor. Incidentally it may 
give part of its time to such things. In an 
emergency such as exists at present it can 
get relief to the poor faster and better than 
any other agency in town. Primarily, how- 
ever, it is not a relief society but a charity 
organization society. There are about 120 
charity organization societies in this coun- 
try. _ The idea is that each city in which 
there is a complex charity situation should 
have a central body called the charity or- 
ganization society for the purpose of pro- 
viding the local charity world with a unify- 
ing and coérdinating force. In Chicago there 
are hundreds of charity societies working 
side by side but not shoulder to shoulder. 
In an unfortunate sense the right hand does 
not know what the left hand is doing. The 
purpose of the bureau of charities is to get 
the right hand and the left hand working to- 
gether; to prevent them from doing identical 
things; to prevent them from doing antag- 
onistic things; in a word, to do for charity 
what a trade exchange does for a trade. 

The good that results from having such a 
society in town is clear. It was the bureau 
of charities that found out that the county 
was losing thousands of dollars every year 
in consequence of its policy of supporting - 
nonresident dependents. If the county 
board had fully carried out the bureau's 
recommendations Chicago would have been 
reimbursed at one stroke for all that it spent 
on the bureau in the year 1902. It was the 
bureau of charities that made the investi- 
gation that led to the establishment of the 
municipal lodging house. It was the bureau 
of charities that gave professional advice to 
the Dunning committee. It was the bureau 
of charities that gave professional advice 
to the children’s hospital committee. It is 
the only society in town that can give such 
advice, because it is the only society whose 
business it is to know the whole local situ- 
ation. Finally, it is the bureau of charities 
which provides hundreds of donors every 
year with information regarding charity 
enterprises to which they have been asked 
tu subscribe. 

It will be seen now that when an emer- 
gency like the coal famine arises the bureau 
of charities is, of all societies in town, the 
one best fitted for the control of the admin- 
istration of relief. It can either deliver the 
coal itself or pick out the societies which 
shall deliver it. Itis the focus of things.

ERMANY’S crown prince is now pay~ 
ing his first visit to the court of Rus- 
sia, and there is no doubt that his 
modest, unaffected ways and charm 
of manner, which have already 

won for him so many friends among all 
‘classes of society not only in his own country 
but likewise in England, and particularly 
in Austria, will commend themselves to the 
‘emperor and empress of Russia and to the 
leading personages .of the court of St. Pe- 
tersburg. Particularly will they please the 
czar, and it may be regarded as certain that 
they will excite in the breast of the Musco- 
vite autocrat sympathy and good will for 
the young prince. Nicholas and the German 
heir apparent have many traits In common, 


Taking it for granted that the crown 
prince will make friends with everybody at 
the Russian court, especially with the em- 
peror and empress, I would draw attention 
to the political results of this visit. 

It is common to underrate the value of the 
feelings of personal sympathy between old 
world sovereigns as regards their effect upon 
international relations and to depreciate 
the importance of crowned heads as factore 
in the situation. In every monarchical 
country of Europe the final and ultimate 
direction of its foreign policy and relations 
rests with the monarch. Even in England 
King Edward has the last say, and no im- 
portant dispatch committing the British 
government to any foreign policy can be 
sent out by the secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs without having received the 
approval of King Edward. Every one re- 
members how Queen Victoria declined to 
permit the dispatch of the message which 
Lord Russell and his cabinet had drawn up 
for communication to the United States gov- 
ernment concerning the Trent affair, and 
which, if sent as written, would have inev- 
{tably resulted in war between the two 
countries. 

As long as monarchs continue to exercise 
the supreme direction of the foreign rela- 
tions of their respective governments so 
long will the ties of relationship and the 
bonds of personal friendship uniting the 
various rulers contribute-to avert war and 
to maintain that peace whichis one of the 
most important elements of prosperity, prog- 
ress, and civilization. 


Now these ties of friendship can best be 
cemented by personal intercourse and inter- 
change of views between the anointed of the 
lord. To what extent their personal feelings 
weigh in the matter may be gathered from 
the fact that it was the affection of Czar 
Alexander II. for his uncle, old Emperor 
William, which alorie prevented Russia from 
giving any trouble to Germany during the 
latter’s war with France in 1870, while again 
it was the personal dislike and even bitter 
aversion of Alexander III. for the present 
kaiser that caused Russia to break away 
from its alliance wita Ge: many and Austria 
and to bind itself to France. : 

{t was the profound regard of Emperor 
Nicholas and of his consort for the latter’s 
venerable grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
which caused the Russian government to 
take no advantage whatsoever either in Asia 
or elsewhere of England's difficulties in south 
Africa, and again Queen Victoria’s ties of 
kinsmanship with the house of Orleans dur- 
ing its occupancy of tne thione of France 
until 1848, and the grateful friendship with 
which she inspired Napoleon III. and Em- 
press Eugénie for visiting the latter and in- 
-viting her to Windsor at the time when the 
imperial lady was boycotted by all the 
queens and empresses in Burope served to 
avert the war into which popular sentiment 
in France several times between 1837 and 1870 
was on the point of committing the Paris 
government against Great Eritain. 

lt was Emperor Nicholas I. who, in the 
days of post-chaises, that is to say before rail- 
roads and telegraphs were invented, inau- 
‘gurated the system of visiting the various 
courts for the sake of becoming personally 
acquainted with his fellow rulers, learning 
their views, and imparting to them his own. 
He twice visited Queen Victoria, arriving on 
the first occasion absolutely unannounced, 
and the late queen in her memoirs admits 
how many prejudices that had previously 


coming, and how favorable the impression 
which he made not only at court but also 
in English society. He visited the pope at 
Rome on two occasions, and was frequently 
at Vienna and at Berlin, declining, however, 
to go near Paris, 

_ Napoleon III. was the next ruler to follow 
his example, and repeatedly visited Ger- 
many, Italy, Austria, and England. 

But it was not until the present Emperor 
William came to the throne, now near fif- 
teen years ago, that the system of inter- 
change of visits between sovereigns became 
a regular practice. 


-When William shortly after assuming the 
reins of government started off on a round of 
visits, which were in most cases unin- 
vited, as he was not popular in those days, 
he came in for a good deal of criticism, both 
at home and abroad. It was claimed that he 
should have waited until the period of 
mourning for his father and grandfather had 
elapsed, and that he was manifesting too 
great an anxiety to flaunt his newly ac- 
quired sovereign dignities at those foreign 
courts where he had formerly been treated 
as a negligible quantity, and in course of 
time his subjects began to grumble. His 
_Prussian lieges declared that he spent more 
of his time traveling abroad than he did in 
his own dominions, and they nicknamed him 
“ Wilhelm der Reise” (William the Trav- 
eler). 

But he has since had the satisfaction of 
seeing his example followed by the various 
other crowned heads of Europe, and this cus- 
tom of-interchange of visits become a regular 
practice among old world sovereigns. Thus 
Emperor Nicholas, shortly after his acces- 
sion to the throne, visited Queen Victoria, 
Emperor Francis Joseph, the Kaiser, the king 
of Denmerk, the president of the French 
republic, and is now about to pay his re- 
spects to King Victor Emmanuel and to Leo 
XIII. at Rome. 

King Victor Emmanuel has visited 8st. 
Petersburg and Berlin since his accession, 
and is due this summer both in Paris and 
in England. Young King Alfonso of Spain 
is shortly to set forth on a tour of visits to 
the various courts of Europe, while the king 
of Portugal has recently returned to his 
dominions from a tour which included visits 
to the Kaiser at Berlin, to Francis Joseph at 
Vienna, to King Edward at Windsor, to the 
president of the French republic at Paris, 
and to King Alfonso at Madrid. 


Even the oriental potentates have “ caught 
on”’ and are following the kaiser’s example, 
and every two or three years the shah of 
Persia finds it necessary to call on his 
brother sovereigns at their various capitals 
in Europe. The Turkish sultan has not yet 
followed in the footsteps of the shah in this 
matter, owing probably to the fact that he 
does not dare to leave his dominions for fear 
of his throne being wrested from him during 
his absence.

Emperor 
Wiliam to Constantinople, that Germany 
succeeded in obtaining such a foothold in 
Turkey, where at the present moment she is 
more favored by the sublime porte than any 
other foreign country, German influence 
being indeed predominant at Constantinople 
and Emperor William’s wishes something 
much akin to law to the padishah.

The colleges, haying already modified their courses so as to adapt them 
to modern life, must further modify their qualifications for admission to 
their institutions by receiving into their scientific and industria} depart- 
ments those who have learned at the bar of experience. I have seen in our 
English High and Manual Training school a machinist who had been work- 
ing for years at his trade who had given up his work in order to attend at 


this institution and to perfect himself in his education. This is a sample | 


of what we must come to in the future. Skilled mechanics (and they are 
not too numerous) require not only great deftness of hand but intellectual 
ability. It is true that with a limited schooling, in its general sense, and a 
good education learned as an apprentice, or as a journeyman, we do get a 
few first class mechanics, but many things now learned in the shops must, 


sooner or later, be taught in schools and universities. 


The mechanic must work with his head as well as with his hands. 
The world knows little of what some of our skilled mechanics are doing iu 
the way of advancement and progress. Not long since I had a visit from a 
friend of mine who is a foreman ip one of the largest manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the country. Our usual topic is what he is working at and 


“ what he is trying to do. He told me that just a short time previously he 


had invented and built a machine for his employer which, during its first 
week’s use, had saved $1,500, and which he beli®ved would save at least 
$2,500 a week. Upon asking him why he did not procure a patent and thus 
himself get the benefit of his invention he laughingly replied that he merely 
had done what he was employed to do and what he was paid a salary for. 

In order to keep abreast of the times and the demand which is con- 
stantly increasing for this class of men the higher industrialism must be

ing the handle must have certain personal characteristics—just as one’s 
handwriting has, or anyother of our arts or habits.

The Irish national school system was 

founded in 1833 to find the great maas of the 
people illiterate. This sweep of ignorance 
Was another result of the sway of the penal 
laws. Roman Catholic gentry had, perforce, 
to be educated abroad and the common peo- 
ple went without any education at all ex- 
cept such few straws of knowledge as could 
be picked out about a smoky peat fire. 
’ The national schools grew rapidly and cov- 
ered the country. But, tn fact, they were 
controlied by a denominational spirit. Each 
school had a patron or manager who, as a 
matter of fact, was the priest, the parson, 
or the Presbyterian minister. 

To administer a system of mixed education 
& Supervising board was appointed, its mem- 
bers including four Protestants and two 
Catholics, though the Catholics outnum- 
bered the Protestants easily by four to one. 
The Church Education society came into 
existence—and it still exists, but that is about 
all—and its directors honestly believed they 
were doing right only as they fed the cate- 
chism of the established cnuren, to Roman

The Irish national spirit did not take 
kindly to such things as these. By the 
nature of the country and its people a school 
in the south, under the system of “ patron ” 
supervision, fell under Roman Catholic 
management. In school “ secular in- 
struction ” was given for certain hours, and 
“then “religious instruction.” In the south- 
ern school when religious instruction was 
taught the Protestant children were sup- 
posed to leave. In the north of Ireland the 
Catholic child was supposed to take the 
same course, for here Protestantism con- 
trolled. This system worked all right for a 
time, inducing liberality which made hope- 
Mul advances. 


School System Is Changed. | 

The coming of Archbishop Cullen to Dub- 
\lin changed everything. Dénominationalism 
became the order of the day. Model schools 
‘of a higher type ‘than the ordinary primary 
school had been establi¢hed in the larger 
‘towns. These were made the object of 
|Catholic attack and they have been constant- 
ly assailed. Schools conducted by the Chris- 
tian Brothers were set up in many parts of 


- the island. There was an inroad on these 


‘schools, too, by the establishment of convent 
‘and monastery schools, the latter now num- 
bering near 400. 

, In some districts these are the only schools 
in existence, and Protestant children are fre- 
quently among the pupils, having the privi- 
lege of retiring when religious instruction is 


. Siven. This is held to be a real difficulty, for 


in remote districts where there are but few 
Protestant children it is considered a griev- 
ance that this handful of pupils should stand 
in the way of the great majority. 

The Roman Catholic children in the na- 
tional ‘schools number almost 600,000 and 
constitute more than 75 per cent of the entire 
attendance. Under the conditions of the 
country, large districts being exclusively 
Catholic and others almost entirely Protest- 
ant, the schools inevitably grow denomina- 
tional in thejr tendencies, this growth being 
furthered by the fact that each church or 
congregation in the large centers has estab- 
Mshed its own schools. 

It is in the lack of opportunities for higher 
education that trouble is met with. The 
Roman Catholic steadily refuses to recognize 
Trinity colleges or the Queen’s college of 
Belfast, Galway, and Cork, which were estab- 
lished by Sir Robert Peel. Education must be 
based upon religion from the Catholic stand- 
point. For this there are those who contend 
that this creed must some day be provided 
with a great university of its own, or that 
& way must be found to blot out 
differences and really bring all students of 
all faiths into the great universities of Ire- 


Rent Respects Not Religion 

This hasty sketch will serve to show how 
lines of religious division have been marked 
out. It is these differences which, even in 
Belfast, where the strife has taken the form 
of street brawls and battles, are being oblit- 
erated by the question of land settlement 
appealing to Catholic and Protestant alike. 
This is the one problem on which they have 
found a common footing. Rent does not re- 
@pect religion, and the love of the land is 
as strong in the heart of the Ulster Orange- 
mee as in the breast of the Connaught Cath- 

Belfast, with its extensive industries, has 
been a leading factor in bringing about this 
union. Thousands are employed in its ship- 
yards. There are thougands more at work 
in the big linen manufactories. These men 
have been drawn chiefly from the country 
districts. Ministers, traders, and ‘profes- 
sional men of the city came from the same 
quarter in great numbers. The city has 
served to lessen the pressure on the land, 
and to this fact undoubtedly is due much 
of Ulster’s prosperity. 

in. the country districts you find great 
prosperity, except for the check that has 

en laid by emigraion draining the ranks 
of labor unti) it is now most difficult to se- 
cure help. Englishmen talk of the futility 
of expecting prosperity and a tenant living 
in any sort of comfort out of the small hold- 
ings in the west and south of Ireland. U1l- 
eter contradicts any such statement. Ac- 
cording to the last census reports, of the 
400,301 holdings in Ireland 168,272 He in 
Ulster provinre. Of this number no fewer 
than 114,580 are under eighteen acres; In 
congested Connaught province the total of 
holdings of that size is less than 90,000. In 
Munster and Leinster provinces the figures 
are far less. 


Land Fight in Ulster. — 


' “The land fight in Ulster has been vigor- 


ously carried on for years. The main fao- 
tor in the life of the province for years and 
years has been the Orange society. Within 
the last seven years, however, Protestant 
tenants have been asking themselves if the 
landlord Orangemen were really so deeply 
eoncerned in the cry of anti-popery as they 
profess. They raked up countless instances 
where the Orange landiord had been trying 
to raise rents, and had not shown that pa- 
triotism to his Orange tenants that his pro- 
fessions to the Orange society should have 
prompted, 

This brought the first split, and since that 
time the power of the landlord has been 
constantly led. The extension of the 
local government act to Ireland aided this 
work further in Ulster. The privileges thus 
conferred resulted in the gentry being set 
out of ponriee) life. It paved, too, the 
means of Roman Catholics displacing Prot- 
estants in county and district council life.

No More Religious Wars. 

“This work is going on,’’ said Dr. Lyttle,

ICHARD MANSFIELD is reported to have said in the 
course of a”recent interview that he did not pay much 


one person’s opinion. This is true, and the waat of 
unanimity among the critics of the daily papers of this 
city has convinced me that the opinion of one person is 
usually vastly different from the opinion of another. 
It is seldom that you find all the newspapers agreeing as to the 
merits of a dramatic performance. Not only do they disagree in 
minor matters, but in radical pnes. For instance, there is “‘ The 
Bird in the Cage,”’ produced at the Bijou theater for the first time 
in New York om Monday night last. It is a rehabilitation from 
the German by Clyde Fitch. There is more rehabilitation than 
German in it as it stands now I fancy. I saw the play on Mon- 
day evening and I thought that it was about as trite and foolish 
a play as I had seen during the present season, and that is saying 
a good deal. Not only is it trite and foolish, but decidedly un- 
pleasant. With the last act as it stands it is not a fit play for the 
young person to see. I expected when I took up the morning pa- 
pers to see it “ roasted.”” To be sure, some critics did “ roast” 
it, but one whom I expected would be the most severe, Mr. John 
Corbin, the critic of the Times, was the most lenient. He seemed 
to like the play and made no mention of the disgusting fourth 
act. On the other hand, other papers did, and gave it the sound 
rating that it deserved. 

The plot of “‘ The Bird in the Cage”’ is not only trite, but, as I 
said before, foolish. Two brothers, one an industrious mill owner, 
the other a profligate idler, are pursuing the same girl. One with 
intentions honorable and his purpose marriage; the other merely 
to amuse himself. The girl is a pretty little factory girl who says 
‘ain't’ and drinks her tea out of her saucer. She is the daughter 
of “‘ poor but Irish parents "’ and is quite the belle of the factory, 
The rakish brother chases her round the garden to snatch a kiss. 
The serious brother, who is the elder, upbraids him in round terms 
for his conduct and is only laughed at fer his pains. The younger, 
Bertie, then accuses Philip of being in love with Rosalie, the fac- 
tory flower, and he cannot deny it. In the next act we find Philip 
offering marriage to Rosalie, who accepts him, not because she 
loves him, but because she thinks he with bis money can give her 
chair ridden aunt, whose legs are out of the running, the benefits 
of the best medical advice. Rosalie, it seems, is in love with 
Ernest Johnson, the foreman of the factory, which is much more 
natural than that she should be in love with “the boss,” for 
Ernest seems to be a well conditioned workingman while Philip is 
a most insufferable prig. Not only a prig but something of an ass, 
I should say, for he does not see that the girl is not in love with 
him. When he goes to put his arm around her she pulls away from 
him: when he goes to kiss her she covers her face with hér hands, 
In his foolish, priggish way he takes all this for shyness and goes 
on with his wooing. | 

But before it is time for Philip and Rosalie to wed she finds 
that she cannot bring herself to the sacrifice even for the sake 
of her aunt’s unhappy legs, and she plots with the wicked Bertie 
to shake off her shackles. Bertie sees in this his opportunity. Pre- 
tending to be friendly and only interested in getting her her free- 
dom that she may marry Johnson, he lures her to his rooms, and 
there, after turning down the lights so that the audience can bare- 
ly see what is going on, he gives her champagne to drink, a bever- 
age she has never had before and which she takes for rather bad 
soda water, and acts toward her in the most disgusting and 
brutish manner. The girl is absolutely innocent, and at first has 
no conception of what he means. When he pours handfuls of. 
gold into her lap she thinks he is merely wasteful and declines it, 
as she has no use for gold, but as things go on she begins to sus- 
pect, and, rushing to the doors, finds them locked. Then she 
screams, while he stops her mouth with a sop cushion. Philip 
hears the noise and makes his way into the He thinks the 
worst, knowing his brother’s character. He points a pistol at his 
head and is about to shoot, but the entrance of the sister brings 
him to his senses, and he merely orders his brother to leave his 
sight forever. Then he turns upon Rosalie and orders her to go 
also. -At this critical moment Johnson enters from goodness 
knows where. What he is doing in Philip's house at that hour 
of the night and how he finds his way to Bertie’s room are things 
that only a playwright can understand. Not knowing that John- 
son is in the room Rosalie explains that things are not as Philip 
thought, and that Johnson is the man she loves. The old saying’ 
that listeners never hear any good of themselves is disproved in 
this case, for Johnson was certainly made happy by what he 
heard, and the curtain rings down with a “ Bless you, my chil-

HERE is some good acting wasted in this play. Arnold 
Daly, who plays yo Rigi ge Bertie, is exceptionally clever 
in his interpretati of that sort of a rake, and Miss 
Jennie Satterly plays the Widow O’Brien, Rosalie’s aunt, 
almost with a touch of genius. She is the best Irish- 
woman I have seen on the stage since the old days of Harrigan 
& Hart. This same Harrigan, by the way, plays the féle of 
Michael O’Brien, the widow's brother-in-law, a sort of walking 
delegate and Irish Micawber. When Mr. Harrigan appeared be- 
fore the footlights, for the first time in many years, he was given 
an ovation by the audience. He was a great favorite here when 
he had his own theater m the days when the Mulligan guards 
were ‘‘the only guards we knew.” I did not think Harrigan a 
at actor in those days, nor do I think him one today. 

. BEverything he did on Monday night was received with shouts 
of laughter. If it was the simplest line the people, particularly 
those at the back of the house, guffawed in tae most tiresome 
manner. It almost prejudiced one against the actor, and I think 
that it was embarrassing to him. It certainly had an effect upon 
his work, which was overdone toward the end. 


NOTHER play over which critics disagree is ‘The Un- 
foreseen,’’ which opened the Empire theater's regular sea- 
gon on Tuesday evening. I thought the play anything 
but good. The first act was exceedingly dull—all talk 
and a little situation. In the other three acts there 
Was a little less talk and a little more situation, but not enough 
of the latter. To tell the truth, it bored me. Nothing but Miss 
Margaret Anglin’s fine acting kept me awake. And yet I find one 
of the morning papers saying that it is the best thing that Capt. 
Marshall has ever done, and the part the best that Miss Anglin 
ever had to interpret. With this I do not agree. Miss Anglin 
has had better parts, and in fact there was not a person on the 
stage whom I have not seen in better parts and doing better work. 
Miss Anglin does the most that can be done with an unpleasant 
role, and that is all that one can say. The story is most im- 
probable, and does not seem to me to be particularly well told, 
nor is the dialogue what we have had reason to expect from Capt. 
Marshall. I cannot recall a single bright line. Most of the 
situations seemed to have taken place off the stage. When the 
curtain rises on the first act we find Miss Anglin as Margaret 
Fielding in a room in a French hotel with Henry Traquair (Oswald 
Yorke) who, by the way, she is going to marry the next day. After 
he has seen her comfortably settled in the hotel he intends to leave 
her ‘until the hour of the wedding. For some reason not explained 
he has taken the rooms in his own name, and so two friends of his 


‘who happen to be in Paris drop in upon him. While he and Mar- 


garet are out on the balcony watching a parade in the street be- 
low the two friends enter. They discover that Traquair is there 
with a lady, but, knowing his character, they are not surprised. 
One of the men, the Rev. Walter Maxwell (Mr. Richman), goes 
to the coffee room, while the other, Capt. Haynes (Mr. Court- 
leigh), waits to speak with his friend. When Traquair and Mar- 
garet come in from the balcony, in the excitement of the moment, 


to explain her presence there, Traquair introduces her as his wife. | 


In the course of conversation about things in England Capt. 
Haynes mentions the failure of a big banking concern and the 
utter ruin of al its stockholders. It seems that Traquair was one 
of the heaviest of these and that he is left without a penny to his 
name. After Capt. Haynes leaves the room he turns to his bride 
to be and calls the wedding off because he has no money to marry 
oh and he is not the sort of a man to work.’ | 
The second act is three years later. Traquair has committed 
ruleide and Margaret has been living in Italy. The scene is now in 
her English home. It seems that the vicar, who is almost blind, 
has fallen in love with her and she with him. He knows nothing 
about the Traquair incident, or at least her connection with ft, but 
Capt. Haynes, who visits them in the next act, does, and‘compil- 
cations arise, which are all cleared up in the fourth act, and every- 
thing ends happily. There are one dr two tense situations in this 
play, but two tense situations in four acts of dialogue, it seems 
to me, are hardly enough to make a play. The Empire company 
is a good one, and it has played worse plays than this through a 
season. On the other hand, it has been unable to pull some better 
plays through. What will be the fate of “ The Unforeseen” I 
cannot predict. I can only’speak for myself when I say that it 
seems to me a waste of Miss Anglin's unusual abilities to keep 
this play on for any length of time. In a theater that played a 
répertoire it would do for a week's run, but I should be sorry if the 
Empire theater does nothing else for a whole season. |

Fritz Thaulow’s Work. 
T's busy Chicagoan could find no great- 
ey contrast with the din and clamor, 
the soot and dirt of streets, within a 
block .of the Art institute, than to 
spend an hour with the collection of Fritz 
Thaulow’s pictures on exhibition there, than 
to look upon their crystal skies, at the red 
roofed, white, French farmhouses, his quiet 
country lanes, the gleam of his flowing 
streams, refiecting now softly, now brilliant- 
ly, the pinks, and blues, and transparent 
greens of the landscape on their borders. 
Then there are majestic softness and still- 
ness in the moonlight scenes and in the 
paradoxical mingling of their cheerful and 
melancholy air; in the silence, tranquillity, 
and restfulness of his snow pictures, with 
their magic effects of light and shadow. 
Few painters so convince you that he has 
plucked out the heart of nature's mystery 
and yet preserved the familiar phases and 
moods which the common eye beholds in 
‘her without interpretation. The sunshine is 
brilliant and fascihating, but natural. The 
waters sparkle with the glint and sheen of the 


- gun, yet you feel that you have some time 


seen them so. His night scenes are northern 
in their scenery, oriental in their deep, brood- 
ing calm. Nature to him is alive, but sel- 
dom menacing or ferocious. The splendor of 
earth and sky under his touch is yet not so 
dazzling or effulgent that its glories overawe 
you. 

His fame has not-been easily won, but his 
portrait hints at fighting qualities and un- 
daunted temper, a tall, Viking like son of the 
north. He began his art course immediately 
on leaving school at, Christiania, but entered 
the academy only to be turned out again 
because he could not draw, though they con- 
ceded that he was something of a colorist! 
After two or more years in Germany his 
work was everywhere thrown out as uncon- 
But he, with half a dozen other 
comrades, determined on arevolution. They 
were ridiculed, abused, looked upon as mad, 
and insulted. Even as late as 188 Paris 
turned his paintings to the wall. But in 1889 
hig snow scenes secured him a place in the 
Luxembourg and the decoration of the Le- 
gion of Honor. “ From this I never went 
pack,’’ he says. ‘“‘ Fortune smiled on me at 
last.”’ Then he decided to go to Italy for 
further study. On the way he was tempted 
by the red roofs, the white houses, beauti- 
ful trees, and the stream of a French village 
to rest an hour or two. He staid two years,

Of the twenty-nine contributions loaned 
for the exhibition all but one are owned in 
Chicago. This number must comprise one- 
third or one-fourth of his total production.

for sale without the knowledge of the owner 
of the property. Seeing a “ for sale” sign 
on the property, it is the custom of many of 
them to place their own signs on the property 
in the belief that if they chance to find a 
purchaser the owner will overlook their un- 
uthorized action. In this way it frequently 
ppens that eight or ten signs or more are 
thickly stuck about on a single lot, not only 
disfiguring the neighborhood, but also work- 
ing an injustice to the first and authorized 
broker. 
‘AS in the question of corporate ownership 
end handling the laws of the state of New 
York are referred to, inasmuch as they ex- 
plicitly provide that any person who offers 
the property of another person for sale with- 
out first having secured a written authority 
for the same Je guilty of a misdemeanor. 
The laws of New York also prohibit any per- 
son from applying for a loan on property 
without having secured the consent of the 
owner. 


Laws of New York. 


The laws in question are as follows: ¢ 
In .cities.of the first and second class any 


tty without the wr'tten authority of the 
owner of such property or of his attorney in 
. fact, appointed in writing, or of a person 
who has made a written contract for the pur- 
chase of such property with the owner there- 
of, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

In cities of the first and,\second class any 
person who shall make application to any 
other person, or to any corporation, for a 
loan upon any real property without the 
written authority of the owner of such rea) 
property, 0 his attorney in fact, appoint- 
ed in writing, or.of a person who has madea 
‘written contract for the purchase of such 
property with the owner thereof, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

Event of the Week—Other Impor- 
tant Transactions of Week. 


Last week's market reflected to a consid- 
erable extent the duliness of the three pre- 
ceding weeks, but there was some improve- 
ment noticeable, more, however, in the way 
of new deals taken on than those completed.

Moreover, some 
of the unmarried men must fall to her lot, 
partly because they are pretty sure to and 
certainly because only 21,224 widowers an- 
gwer to the roll call. Doubtless many of 
these would accept only mates as yet inex-

Dither elderly widowers are more apt to 
remarry or there are thousands of women 
hearts still faithful to the young soldier hus- 
band whose dust lies in the-trenches of An- 


tietam or Cold Harbor, for the proportion 
of widows over 45 to that of widowers of the 
same age is three to one. In a supposable 
marriage market this makes an additional 
levy on the bachelors. 

As there are 2,468 divorced women to 1,873 
law liberated men, one of two conclusions 
may be drawn. Divorced men are more apt 
to remarry or Chicago men make more sat- 
isfactory husbands that those from ether 
cities, and Chicago women who were not for- 
tunate enough to discover this in time are 
suffering the consequences.

Those fortunates who had but 299 tomarry 
could choose between the word obey, the 
ring, a glass of water, or leaving a second or 
two to the good on account of any possible 
delay at the county clerk's office or in the 
street car accommodations, to say nothing of 


It, of course, would not be an easy day for 
these gentlemen, but if they had time to co!- 
lect the fees they would be pretty well off in 
the end. 

At an average per couple of $2 their bank 
accounts would look $800 larger at the end 
of the stress period. Nota bad day's returns. 

Many of the honeymoons of these allin a 
day couples would need to be curtailed on 
account of lack of facility in transportation. 
Should the railroads be warned in time, how- 
ever, they might provide special! trains at re- 
dueed rates. As to the demand for apart- 
ments, boarding houses, and furnished 
rooms, it would be large eno to cheer the 
heart of any real estate d or landlady, 
no matter how rapacious. And as to the 
descent upon the stores for trousseaus, wed- 
ding presents, and house furnishings, the 
begt Christmas trade ever dreamed of by any 
ambitious department store manager would 
be but a shadow compared to it. 

A consideration of the chances of happi- 
negs of these wholesaiely married people, 
young and old, is a’ more speculative and 
less mathematical problem.

happen. Might tt not be possible that in a 
general arrangement like the one described 
as much happiness would result as from the 
slower retail way ordinarily used in this 
city.

Given twenty-four hours to pick and 
choose, however, by putting their minds te 
it and doing the work with their heads, they 
probably would come out of the deal all 
right.

One digadvantage is sure to result from 
getting rid of all the ummarried people at 
one swoop.

ORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY at 
Evanston, in the celebration of found- 
er’s day on Jan. 28, may mark with 
red letterings many things that were 
not on the minds of the founders, Who 

met in a dingy little law office in Lake street, 
fifty-three years ago, and who gave to the 
school its habitation and its name. | 
And reddest of all, perhaps, will be the 
mark set after the place which the profes- 
sional school has taken in [the university 
life of the present. On that day Dr. Hadley 
of Yale will talk of this drift of education 
in the great universities andj on the general 
topic of ‘‘ the place of the professional school 
in the modern university,’’) and probably 
will lay stress upon the position of North- 
western in bringing about this evolution of 
the professional school from/a private ven- 
ture of men who gought dividends from 
teaching into one of the chief motives of 
a great university. For, looking back upon 
half a century of growth, Northwestern uni- 
versity today recognizes as one of its great 
achievements the emphasis which it has 
caused to be laid upon the professional side 
of scientific training. | 
Incidental to this marking of the growth of 
the professional school, the dedication of the 
new professional school building at Dearborn 
-and Lake streets, housing three of the pro- 
fessiortal schools of Northwestern, register- 
ing a thousand students, and|costing 4 total 
of nearly $1,000,000, will be an occasion mak- 
ing the new presidency of ~ James sig- 
nificant to all friends of education in it 
broad sense. 


Older than Evanston. 


Northwestern university as jan educational 
institution lies so close to the figurative 
foundations of Chicago as to be almost a 
part of its history. It antedates Evanston. 
which has grown up around the 380 original 
acres of the university site and which took 
its name from Dr. John Evans, one of the 
founders. From a situation eleven miles 
north of Chicago time has brought North- 
western’s campus within two miles of the 
city limits and more than once efforts have 
been directed toward the annexation of Ev- 
anston. and to the making of Northwestern 
in name, as it is in fact, a Chicago univer- 
the campus of the untyersity extend- 
ing three-fourths of a mile along the shore 
of Lake Michigan, and with a natural grove 
of oaks growing as nature planted it there, 
the buildings that have been added year 
after year since the first matriculations in 
1855 have added to the picturesque beauties 
of the site. University hall, Fayerweather 
hall, Fisk hall, Old college, Annie May 
Swift hall, Heck hall, Memorial hall, Or- 
rington Lunt library, Dearborn observa- 
tory, Willard hall, Pearsons hall, and Chapin 
hall—all of these have grown up among 
the oaks in brick and stone, contrasting 
with the natural beauties of|the spot until 
the university campus in Evanston is one of 
the picturesque portions of the whole north 
shore from Chicago. A city of 20,000 people 
has grown up around the school with an en- 
vironment that is regarded as ideal. 


Alumni Number 8,000. ie 
Physically and statistically|this growtn 
may be summed up from the 
last financial report. in which the property 
of the university is listed at |$6,000,000; and 
in which it is recounted that 8,000: alumni 
have passed from its walls to their work in 
the world—1,500 graduates from its college 
of liberal arts; 1,844 from its medical school; 
559 from its woman’s medical school; 1,186 
from its school of pharmacy, and 1,605 aaa 
its dental school. 
But looking back upon its past, North- 
western university recognizes more than 
its rise to a showing of property in millions 
and an alumni in thousands; its records in 
the establishment of the professional schools 
as adjuncts to university training are with- 
out precedent; in 1869 the. medical school 
became a part of the university; the law 
school dates back to 1873, the school of phar- 
macy to 1887, the denta! school to 1888, and 
the school of music to 1895. j 
When the medical school became a part 
of the university in 1869 medical education 
in the United States was acquired in schoois 
organized by individuals for ithe purpose of 
returning dividends upon the investment, or 
was learned at the hands of practicing phy- 
siciars, in which case currying the doctor's 
horse and making fires in the winter season 
were of prime necessity to the course. 


| 
Progress of Medical) School. . 


But in the proprietary medical school of 
that time methods were lax and loose. Per- 
haps two months of the year belonged to the 
year’s work, the second year’s work was a 
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repetition of the first year’s lectures and 
demonstrations, and the student was ad- 
mitted to this work without a single require- 
ment in education. From the start North- 
Western's medical school doubled the term 
in length; it exacted an educational require- 
ment and established a graded curriculum by 
which the student who had passed the first 
course of lectures assigned to the first term 
did not have to listen to them again, but 
went on from grade to grade until gradua- 
tion. Thus in insisting upon an examina- 
tion of candidates for’ matriculation and in 
establishing a graded course in medical in- 
struction, Northwestern. was a ‘pathfinder, 
and today, looking back upon the manner in 
which the professional school has begun to 
dominate in university training, the school 
finds some of the strongest inspiration for 
eon ane of Founder's day and in the 
. edication of its new professi 
| 
Development of Professional School, 

Speaking on this subject of the professional 
school, a subject close to the heart of the 
president of Northwestern university, Dr. 
Jaines referred to the differences of opinion 
Which recently have been coming out of the 
heads of eastern universities with reference 

the scientific training in universities, 
Eliot, Hadley, and Wilson have been arguing 
for and against and in the neutral premises, 
but Dr. James, for himself and for the North- 
western university, looks to the professional 
school as the backbone of the university 
epirit. He said to the point; 

“The development of the modern profes- 
Sional school in our great universities has 
revolutionized the proper course of ed@uca- 
tion for any young man who desires to pursue 
& profession. Even twenty years ago the 
young fellow who wished to practice medi- 
cine or law was quite as likely to go into the 
office of a physician or lawyer and there un- 
dertake to learn what law or medicine he 
could, while doing menial work for his pre- 
ceptor, as he was to go to a professional 
‘school. Today, with such excellent profes- 
sional schools as are now in existence, it 
would be the height of tolly for any young 
man to pursue such a course. 

“If a bright young fellow wishes to prac- 
tice dentistry or pharmacy he should no 
longer think of going into a drug store or 
into the dentist's office, but he should pick 
out the best school of dentistry or the best 
echool of pharmacy and pursue its curri¢u- 
lum from beginning to end before taking up 
practice work. 

“In the second place, he should choose a 

university professional scheol, rather than 
an independent or a proprietary school. I 
mean by a university school not merely one 
that is annexed to a university, or even af- 
filiated with it, but one which has a vital. 
organic relation to the university—one which 
is a constant part of the university organiza- 
tion itself. 
-** The old-fashioned proprietary school, or- 
ganized by a few professional men for the 
sake of the pecuniary profit which it would 
bring to them, or the professional reputation 
which the title ‘ professor’ would add, was 
really nat a great improvement over the op- 
portunities of the doctor's or the lawyer's 
Office. But the university school of today, 
which is a constituent part of a university 
under the control of a board of trustees, in- 
dependent of the faculty, having no pecun- 
lary interest in the school, but, on the con- 
trary, willing to contribute toward its sup- 
port because of their interest in the improve- 
ment of professional education, is an insti- 
tution worth any young man's while to at- 
tend. | 
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“ By going to a university school he gets 
the specific advantage of a thorough scien- 
tific training as a basis for his work; and, 
in the, future, ‘man, other things being 
equal, will be the most successful prac- 
titioner who has the most thorough pre- 
liminary scientific training. A university 
professional school, by ite nature, must em- 
phasize~this scientific aspect of its work. 
For a university is par excellence the home 
of science and scientific training. 

“ There is another reason why the youn 
man should choose a university professiona 
school instead of an independent school: 
The alumni of all other departments of the 
university have an interest in him and be- 
come a source of strength to him, which lie 
cannot find in a professional school which 
stands by itself. Northwestern has gradu- 
ated nearly 10,000 men and women from its 
separate departments. The graduates of one 
of these professional schools, therefore, are 
welcomed into a great brotherhood, scattered 
over the whole country. In fact, members 
of it are to be found in every civilized coun- 
try in the world—and in, many heathen coun- 
tries as well, for Northwestern is known the 
world over as a missionary institution, and 
ts graduates are engaged in this work in 

ndia, Afriéa, China, and Japan. 

“When a graduate of the Northwestern 
University Dental school, therefore, goes 
into any community for the purpose of es- 
tablishing himself in practice, he is likely to 
find a Northwestern University Medical 
school graduate, or a Northwestern Univer- 
sity Law school graduate, ora Northwestern 
University college graduate, or a Northwest- 
ern University School of Pharmacy graduate 
—or perhaps graduates from all four of the 
schools—each of whom is drawn near to 
him and feeling an interest in him because 
of the fact that they are alumni of the same 


institution. 


Intellectual and Moral Stimulus. 


“ There is a subtler and more important rea- 


son, because it is spiritual. The modern uni- , 


versities are becoming, taken as a whole, one 
of the most important forms of the intel- 
lectual and moral life of the community. A 
man who enters this charmed circle wil) find 
to an increasing extent as our society grows 
older new sources of strength and power in 
the intellectual and moral! stimulus which 
springs from membership in such a brother- 
hood, which springs from contact with such 
a force, and in addition it may be said that 
the opportunities for companionship, intel- 
lectual and professional, which membership 
in such a body offers will be an untold source 
of pleasure and comfort through all the 
years of one’s life. 

‘* Northwestern university is making a spe- 
cial effort to bring together the students in 
its professional schools, to weld them into 
one gompact body, to create an esprit de 
corps, so that they may feel a consciousness 
of union and unity which will be at once a 
source of the greatest material strength and 
of the greatest moral assistance. This effort 
to beget a new and higher type of professional 
school is one of Northwestern's greatest 
claims to public consideration. Afterall, you 
my judge of a nation’s moral and intel- 
lectual condition by the standing of its pro- 
fessional men, and any institution which aims 
to raise those who follow the various pro- 
fessions is fulfilling one of the highest and 
most important social functions.’’ 

Speaking in this manner of the professional 
schools of the university, President James 
centers attention upon those housed so re- 
cently In the new building at Lake and Dear- 
born streets. Three of these schools are 
there—the law school, dental school, and the 
school of pharmacy—occupying nearly five 


floors of the former Tremont-hotel building, 
once one of the most famous caravansaries 
in all the west, 


wt 
Work on the, New Building. 


For months this building has been in course 


of remodeling; a seventh floor has been 


added to the original six belonging to the 
hotel, and while everywhere the partition 
lines of the old hotel have been obliterated 
and changed its old fashioned high ceilings 
and pilastered columns are there, lending a 
dignity to it that is hard to find in the mod- 
ern style of skyscraping steel structures. 
In the high ceiled corridors of the law school 
on the third floor is a bronze bust of Lin- 
coln, suggestive of the political history that 
had its inception in the old hosteiry. 

While the dental school’s clinic, with a ca- 
acity of 150. patients at a’ sitting, is the 
argest room of.the kind in the world, the 
chance visitor to the new professional school 
building probably will find the quarters and 
equipment of the law schoo] most interesting 
and pleasing. Thrcumhout the whole floor 
the furniture of sturdy weathered oak, put 
together after the New England colonia! 
style, with wide tables; high backed settees 
built Into the walls, and here and there fire- 
places in the reception and study rooms, 
give to the whole scheme a most pleasing 
and fitting effect. The atmosphere from 
these dumb furnishings is especially inspir- 
ing to study, and the walls, done in quiet 
tones, make an excellent background for 
the old portraits of law celebrities gathered 
from America and from Europe and repfe- 
sentative of several ages in the administra- 
tion of justice. 


| Court for Practice. bs 

One of the most interesting of these 
divisions of the law school floor is that which 
constitutes the practice courtroom for the 
use of third year students. Here is a court- 
room, modeled after the bést type, with 
bench, jury seats, railings, witness stand, 
and the seats for,.the student public. And 
here the third year man may get his court 
atmosphere and his court practice as it is 
hardly possible for him to get for the first 
two or three years after he has gone out from 
the ordinary school. Hayne hall is this room's 
official designation; Lowden hal! is an as- 
sembly room taking as far'as possible the 


' place of a campus for students; Booth hall 


is the main lecture room; Hurd hall is an- 


. Other devoted to lectures; there is a faculty 


room, an alumni room, and Imet and largest 
the library, with its 8,000 volumes and its 
four study rooms opening off it, with capacity 
for eight students each. i 

Here in the law school of Northwestern is 
more floor space than is given to the same 
department in Harvard and here are taught 
the subtieties of law for more terms than 
Harvard gives. Dean Wigmore of the law 
school needs no troduction. 

Oscar Oldberg, dean of the school of phar- 
macy, has apportioned to his school the 
fourth floor of the building, with laboratories 
for organic and inorganic chemistry, a man- 
ufacturing laboratory, a dispensing labora- 
tory, two lecture rooms, a museum, a room 
for microscopic work, a bacteriological labor- 
atory, and preparation and study rooms to 
the capacity of the school. 

Here a young pharmacist may have a 
chance at more kinds of prescriptions and 
get more deeply into the manufacturing se- 
crets of drug making thah he might hope for 
in a score of years in a country drug store, 
which has at most the same round of pre- 
scriptions from half a dozen doctors. In the 
furnishing of this school the decorators have 
not had the latitude allowed by the floors of 
the law school; shelves and cases and cabi- 
nets are of mahoganY finish. 

The dental school, with Greene V. Black 
as dean, has the largest room for practice’ 
work in dental surgery that is to be found in 
the world. Prof. Lorenz of Vienna, in his 
recent visit to Chicago, looked in upon this 
great clinic and expressed surprise that 150 
chairs with full dental equipments could be 
lined up in such a stretch of glass roof as 
arches overhead. When this room is filled 
nearly to its capacity with subjects for stu- 
dent skill, each with a rubber sheet in his or 
her mouth, and with the buzz of drills and 
grinders sounding like bees through the great 
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ministration. 
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rootd, the sight is one not easily forgotten. 

- Tn this work, as in the work in the school of 
pharmacy, each student has his own par- 
aphernalia for experimental work, and close 
to the working rooms are individual lockers 
where the student may keep his necessary 
equipment to himself. 

In this new building the university will 
have its general offices, being somewhere 
‘near midway between the professional 
schools'on the Eyanston campus and the 
medical school and hospital in Dearborn 
street, near Twenty-first street. At the uni- 
versity grounds in Evanston the school of 

usic and the theological school have their

In the medical school, occupying a great 
building of its own, in direct touch with the 
Wesleyan hospital of the Methodist church, 
and in almost as ¢lose relations with Mercy 
hospital, Dean N: 8. Davis Jr. presides over 
the school, fourth of its kind in the country, 
basing comparisons upon the attendance 
registered. In many other respects the 
school ranks higher than fourth in the list. 
Nathan Smith Daivis, emeritus dean of the 
school, is dean ofthe medical profession in 
Chicago and one of the most striking figures 
in the profession. 


Women Given Every Chance. 


_ Throughout Northwestern university the 
question of coeducation has not been raised; 
women are admitted to the university prac- 
tically upon the same basis as are men, save 
in the medical school. In the woman's med- 
ical school these advantages are secured to 
female students under the deanship of Dr. 
Eliza Hannah Root. 

_ From the inception of Northwestern uni- 
‘versity more than half a hundred years ago 
its faculties and its patrons have had many 
names associated with them that have be- 
come classic in the local history of Chicago 
and of Evanston.; Methodism was sponsor 
for the university in its beginning; Evans, 
Sherman, Botsfor@, Davis, Goodrich, Fos- 
ter, Peck, Hinman, Garrett, Lunt, Randall, 
Blaney, Fowler, Willard, Cummings, Marcy, 
Rogers, and Deering are some of the names 
that have been asgociated with the financial 
and educational past of the university; many 
of the university's! supporters of the present 
are of the material present of Chicago and 
Ininois. 

| President Henry; Wade Rogers of the uni- 
versity resigned from that position after ten 
years, in the summer of 1899; Dr. Daniel 
Bonbright was elected as acting president, 
and held the office until the election of Presi- 
dent Edmund Janes James in February last. 
For a few years prior to his election to the 
post at Northwestern Dr. James had been in 
the University of Chicago, engaged in uni- 
versity extension work. The greater part of 
his work has been with the University of 
Pennsylvania in connection with the depart- 
ment of economics, Here as an educator and 
as a writer his reputation had been made. 

It was while hé was abroad that he re- 
ceived a call to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania as professor of public finance and ad- 
| There he remained for thir- 
teen years. He Organized there the gradu- 
ate school of the university and became one 
of the organizers and directors of the Whar- 
ton School of Finance and Economy, the 
first school in the country of its kind. 

It was in these years that Dr. James made 
his mark upon the economic world. He 
assisted in the organization of the American 
Economic association, of which he was one 
of the vice presidents; he founded the Amer- 
iean Academy Political and Social Sci- 
ence; in 1892 the American Bankers’ asgo- 
ciation sent him to report upon the educa- 
tion of business men in Europe; he was 
made the first president of the American 
Society for the Extension of University 
Teaching, holding) the position four years: 
in 1896 he came to Chicago. Here he has 
written on economic questions and condi- 
tions in a manner to make his observations 
and conclusions standard in their particu- 
lar fields. He has written more than 100 
monographs and articles and has been elect- 
ed to memberships in many foreign societies.

Hospital Balloons, 


Anaemic Patients to Be Benefited by 
Trips in Them, 


HAT there is benefit to be derived from 
thé rarefied air, as well as in the cli- 
matic change, has prompted Dr. Nau- 
gier of Paris to suggest, in a recent 
paper before the Academie de Mede- 

cine, the possibilities of haspital balloons. 
He asserted that a two hours trip in the 
air causes an increase of the red corpuscles, 
an improvement that continues for sevéral 
days after an ascent. Two such ascents in 
the course of six or seven weeke he con- 
siders as more beneficial to an anaemic than 
a sojourn of three months in'the mountaina,:

Many insects unable to produce sounds 
which we can distinguish possess neverthe- 
less sound producing apparatus, and elabo- 
rate organs of hearing analogous to those 
belonging to other and in general larger spe- 
cies, quite capable of making themselves 
heard. It is certain that a number of spe- 
cies of animals hear sounds that we can- 
not hear. 


The necessity of dust particles as nuclei 
for the formation of rain drops g.nd the 
smaller masses which form clouds, has long 
been admitted. Prof. Aitken, who originally 
advanced this theory of rain and cloud 
formation, has now demonstrated that sun- 
shine may convert peroxide of hydrogen, sul- 
phureted hydrogen, or chlorine, in the higher , 
air, into nuciel. |. 


Dr. Koch of Belin, the discoverer of the 
bacillus of consumption and tuberculin and 
who recently introduced a gaseous extermi- 
nator for rats which is injected into the 
holds of ships from plague infected ports, is 
now on his way to south Africa to investi- 
gate the diseases of cattle prevailing there. 
His fee is $30,000 a year, with $20,000 for 
assistants and incidental expenses. This 
work was not given an Englishman because 
there was none who in the estimation of his 
own government was equally competent 
with Koch.

What Becomes of Them? 

The query is: What becomes of the old 
bible? The bible is one book that does not 
deteriorate with age, but becomes more val- 
uable.

the sales in bibles increases from year to 
year. This, too, in spite of the fact that in 
Chicago are many societies and associations 
that give awuy every year thousands of 
bibles.

The 
preference’ now is for the teacher’s bible, 
which contains new maps, new illustrations, 
new concordances, and new “ helps.’”’ 
Issued in Many Volumes. 
There is also a great demand for bibles, 
‘which are now being put in twenty or thirty 
volumes in style and binding similar to that 
in which Shakspearé and many of the stand- 
ard poets and novelists are issued. The 
American Bible society has published sev- 
eral styles of bibies, all with good, readable 
print, to be sold at 15 cents a volume, with 
copies of the testament at 5 cents a volume. 

The bfble has now been printed by the 
American and other bible societies in over 
fifty-eight different languages, so that at 
least one element to account for its immense 
sale may be found in the fact that it is the 
universal book to the polyglot population of 
Chicago. There is no language spoken in 
Chicago in which the bible is not printed. 

Next to English is the demand for the 
German bibles. Then follow. the Swedish, 
Norwegian, French, Russian, Spanish, 
Dutch, Italian, Danish, Polish, Portuguese, 

‘Weish, Hungarian, Hebrew, Gaelic, Irish, 
Lithuanian, Bohemian, Greek, Turkish, and ’ 
Syrian, though not in the order named. Be- 
sides these there are bibles in Japanese and 
Chinese, and if a lone Gilbert islander, a 
‘Marshall islander, a Zulu, a Choctaw Indian, 
or a Tagalog from the Philippine islands 
should stray into Chicago he could find a 
bible in his own tongue at the local branch 
of the American Bible society, which prints 
bibles in the languages of these people.

Inquiry in Many Cities. 


A little observation of what took place on’ 
the elevated goon convinced theinvestigator, 
according to her statement, that the stranger 
was quite right in his estimate of Chicago 
men, taking the elevated specimens as illus 
trations. Then she carried her inquiry into 
other cities as she happened to visit them, 
Some of her conclusions are as follows: 


‘‘In ten years I have not ‘had to stand a 


dozen times on the south sidé surfacé cars, 
although almost daily a nger. For six 
months I was in Buffalo, and it was during 


‘ the exposition, which brought men from all 


parts of the country, so that a general study 
of street car manners*could be made. The 
city was a sort of exhibition of street car 
During that time I did not see a 
dozen men give their seats to women. In- 
stead of that, I saw them push women out of 
the way and then sit sideways, taking up two 
seats. I saw one man stand on the platform 
and use both hands to push a woman off the 
upper steps so that he could make room fora 
companion. There were men even there who 
tried vainly to get at him and show what they 
thought of such conduct. 

“There was nothing of this kind at the 
Chicago world’s fair. [ was in the midst 
of the crowds daily at the closing hours of 
both expositions. Even on Chicago day the 
crowds were good natured and courteous. 
oe care was taken of the women and chil- 

ren. 

“The contrast between these Buffalo 
crowds and the Chicago crowd was impressed 
on me when we returned. We took the 
Cottage Grove cable‘at Twelfth street. The 
car was crowded but the moment we en- 
tered two men arose and offered us their 
seats. My thought occurred to my com- 
panion, and she spoke it aloud: ‘ Thank 
oe we're back in Chicago again,’ she

“The street car manners and morals of 
New York City are quite as worthy of the 
attention of religious people as the condition 
of women in darkest Africa. I have seen 
things openly done on the New York Broad- 
“way cable cars which would not be tolerated 
for a moment on the street cars of Chicago.

If he roams at large, 
degrading and annoying all whom he touches, 
it follows that it is because he is let alone 
and tolerated, and because there is not suffi- 
cient public spirit to restrain him. To that 
degree he represents the standards and rep- 
utation of the community in which he lives. 


Can’t Wrestle with Straps Alone. 

‘**One would think that the popularity of 
football would induce a man to acquire 
enough muscular proficiency to wrestle with 
a strap in a street car, or to stand the lurch- 
ing of the car, without using what strength 
he has to crowd a woman away from a seat 
or to throw his whole weight against one 
who is obliged to stand. One of these gallant 
gentlemen who came under my notice held 
his newspaper in both hands and braced him- 
self against a woman who was standing 
next to him.: The womam changed her posi- 
tion and tried to move back in the crowd— 
all of which had no effect on him. Finally 
she said to him: 

“* Really, sir, if you have not enough 
backbone to hold yourself up, please do not 
try to make a tired woman do it.’ 

‘‘ Another woman, figuring in one of the 
episodes I noticed, did not endeavor to use 
moral suasion. She had her neck almost 
dislocated by the sharp elbow of a man who 
sprawled himself over the back of a seat 
which ehe had secured by getting on the 
train early in its trip. She saved her neck 
for future use by running a long hat pin 
through the edge of her hat in such a way 
that the lounger’s shoulder was met by the 
only kind of argument which could influence 
such a man. 

** But such boorishness is more bearable 

‘than the conduct of a certain other class of 
men. One man made himeelf so obnoxious to 
a woman beside whom he was sitting that 
finally she turned to look him equarely in the 
face and said:

‘This reminder affected him to the extent 
that he got up from his seat and departed for 
the smoker.

‘Have Coldest. Feet. 


Stirect Car Conductors’ Extremities in 
an Ice Créam Bath. 


ITH snow on the ground and a tem- 
perature below freezing, the coldest 
feet in Chicago belong to the con- 
ductors of the surface cars, trolley 
or cable, which loop the loops in 

the downtown district. 

If you doubt this, choose the next sharp, 
snowy day and stand for half an hour with 
the conductor on one of these cars which have 
been in service for half a day or more. Take 
a stand on the rear platform with your feet 
squarely on the floor and await the sensa- 
tions. If you are not reminded of Green- 
land’s icy mountains within three minutes 
you have on arctic overshoes and are more 
or less immune from the ills that the con- 
ductor is heir to. . 

The secret of the conductor's discomfort 
comes from the use of rock salt at the 
switches, and curves, and twists of the rails 
in so many places in the downtown district, 
as well as in certain of the outlying sectiofts 
of the rights of way. This salt is sprinkled 
liberally wherever it is necessary to keep the 
track free of ice. The immediate result is 
to melt the snow and ice, and by the time an 
approaching passenger with snow on his 
he¢ls has waded through the brine and 
stepped on the platform of a car the snow 
is ready to fall from his shoes. It is im- 
pregnated with the salt and there it con- 
tinues to melt along with other snow and 
salt-from other feet. Each passenger brings 
on his quota of the mixture until one loading 
of a car downtown has served to pile the 
rear platform with the combination used in 
the manufacture of ice cream, and the ice, 
melting under the influence of the salt, is 
giving off cold rapidly and to the discomfort 
of the conductor beyond that of any other 
man out of doors. 

“Snow on this platform is melting when 
the mercury is at zero,” said the conductor 
of a north side | stamping his feet for 
warmth. ‘My shoes are wet through the 
bottoms before I've been on a car an hour, 
and they stay at freezing the rest of the day. 
Many a man standing on the platform for 
three blocks remarks how cold his feet are 
without having an idea what causes it. His 
feet simply are in an ice cream bath.”

Dinners Are Sh orter. 


But They Cost Just as Much and Are 
Just as Good. 


HIS is the era of the short dinner. 

Never were dinners better or more 

costly, but it is nevertheless impor- 

tant thut the dinner should not last 

more than a certain time, even if it be 
given in one’s home and is intended as the 
main incident of the evening, not merely as 
a prelude to the theater or opera. 

A decade ago the quality of a dinner was 
determined almost entirely by its length. 
If it continued long enough it was a success. 
And to drag it out there were various expedi- 


j ents without the least gastronomic value. 


There were various hors d'ceuvres before the 
oysters; then there appeared at intervals be- 
tween the fish, roast, and game unclassified 
timbales, patés, and entrées. Then there 
were punches and ices and not infrequently 
a warm pudding. 

Besides these, this meal, to meet the de- 
mand for a long dinner, was interspersed 
with everything possible in the nature of 
relishes. But that ts not the kind of a dinner 
that is in vogue today. 

Three hours for a dinner were not too many 
in the older mode. Now oysters—and the 
best oysters, not those from the nearest fish- 


| man, but some good deep water oyster, ag a 


Cape Cod—a soup, an entrée, foast, game, a 
vegetable, salad, and an ice are the utmost 
that persons who try to Keep up with the last 
style think of offering for a dinner: 

In sone cases the roast is altogether omit- 
ted, and the wild duck, redhead, canvasback, 
or mallard, served with celery salad and fried 
hominy, is made to take its place. Some- 
times partridge serves the same purpose. 
Then, every guest receives a much larger 
portion. In the case of small butter-ball 
ducks or quails a whole bird is put on every 
plate. This was the dinner, says the New 
York Sun, that a chef prepared last week: 

Cape Cod oysters. 
Bisque of game soup. 
Broiled smelts. 
Timbales of sweetbreads and mushrooms. 
Redhead ducks. 
Celery salad and fried hominy. 
Fresh asparagus. 
Small biseult glace. 
Cheese, 
Black coffee. 

It will be seen that this repast would have 
made nobody uncomfortable from overeat- 
ing who took all it offered. The timbales 
were not large, but the breast of duck was 
a liberal supply. Four small smelts were 
served to a portion. Theinvitation said 8:30, 
and a quarter of an hour later the dinner 
began. By 10:30 it was finished, and the 
men were in the drawing room. By li 

i guests had begun to leave, and a quarter 

an hour later the host and hostess were 

In the matter of wines this dinner was 
typical of the way in which this feature of 
a meal is served today. White wine and 
champagne were served to all the guests, 
but one who wanted Scotch whisky got it. 

Another dinner cooked by the chef of the \ 
house in which it was served the other night 
is just as typical of the present day style. Its 
menu read—or at least it would have read so 
if it had been shown to anybody but the 
hostess, who saw it in the morning—as fol- 
lows: 

Deep sea oysters. 
Cream of fresh green peas. 
Terrapin. 
Mushrooms baked in cheese. 
= Butter ball ducks. 
Fried hominy. 
Celery salad. 
Merinque creme. 
Camembert and Ront l'Eveque cheese. 
Coffee, 

The feature of this dinner was the terra- 
pin, and the guests had been invited there 
especially to eat it. So it was served lib- 
erally. Every one of the twelve guests re- 
ceived an entire duck. Only white wines 
were served, and the champagne was dry 
owing to a theory of the host that terrapin 
tastes better always with a dfy wine.

you who have brought-it there will not 
one word to say against it. 


Crime to Touch a Mail Pouch.- 


' ¥¢ you should be at a country railroad sta- 


tion and see & “mail ouch lying on a rail, 


where.the incoming train would cut itip two,” 


tter let it lie. Touching pouch’ 
ates mail with even a foot ‘is a’ 
technical crime, and it is altogether owing to 
‘the disposition of the postmaster and the’ 
United States marshal of the district how : 
much trouble may be made for you. 

Fifteen years ago in a town not many miles 
from Chicago thie messenger from the station 
to the postoffice was notoriously lax in his 
work and the postmaster showed no disposi- 
tion to improve the service. Two citizens 
unfamiliar with the postal laws undertook to 
teach the two of them a lesson. One winter 
evening, when a 6 o'clock train had dropped 
a@ pouch on the platform and gone on, these 

two men picked up the pouch and carried it 
around the corner of the station building, 
where it was not found for an hour. They 
were arrested next day and brought before 
the postal authorities, where, after a stern 


Jecture, they were let go. 


Altogether the posta! department has some 
stringent regulations. If yoy receive a letter 
from a friend on which the stamp is not 
canceled it is against a specific statute for 
you to pluck off the stamp and use it again. 
There are several kinds of vigorous language 


‘which you cannot transmit by letter. 


While one may not touch a mail pouch, it 
ie different with a letter which a carrier has 
@élivered at the address on the envelope. 
Dropping the letter at the place marked, the 
Carrier absolves his government from any 
Other responsibility, and if after the l¢tter 
has been so delivered another person takes 
it and opens it there is no recourse through 
the postoffice department. | 


Deadly Weapons to Be Avoided. 


Carrying concealed deadly weapons al- 
Most universally is against the provisions of 
both state statutes and city ordinances. It 
fas been questioned, however, as to just what 
constitutes the concealing of a weapon. It 
has been contended that the carrying of 
such a weapon in the pocket where a person 
Carries everything of the kind and size, is 
hot concealing it—that it is carrying it—that 
it is carrying it in the most*convenient and 
Natural place.

| Wires That Kill. 

The) ordinary 'pole carrying these *“hot’’ wires has three 
cross arms of wood, each about five feet long, fastened two 


feet apart on the pole, and having wires tied to the glass in- 


gulators only twelve inches apart. These wires are No. 6's, 

‘which are about one-eighth inch in diameter, or No. 0, which 
//is about three-sixteenths of an inch. In mere diameter each of 


these sizes is recognized from a glance as “hot.” To lead a 
wire into a residence from one of these feeders is the least 
dangerous of all the lineman’s work. It is in the extension ofa 
system farther into a new territory that the lineman gets into 
the jaws of death, and it is in the taking out of an overloaded 
wire and replacing it with a heavier conductor that he finds 
the most terrible menace. In either case there is the * cutting 
in” onjone of these hot wires that may be carrying a current 
at 5,000 volts—a current that in wet weather may make the 
touch of the pole to the bare hands intolerable. 

In extending one of these lines the lineman first has to 
crawl up the pole, avoiding the touch of more than one of 
these wires, even if hand and foot are incased in dry rubber. 
He loosens one wire from the terminal insulator and draws 
the new section to him, careful not to let it touch another 
live wire. With his splicing tools he must lap the charged 
wire upon the dead one for six or eight inches and twist them 
into a lock. At the first touch they may burn off; if the 
weather has been wet. he must not allow the end of the 
charged wire to touch the cross arm of wood or the current 
wil burn the wood off; holding the end of the live wire, he 
must see that it does not sag and touch another wire on the 
pole; if his elbow should touch one of the fast wires and his 
thigh another death will be the penalty. |

When Crossed Wires Break. — 


Some interesting stories are told along the line of 
this new road which has in view the speeding of cars 
one of these days at 100 miles an hour.

HAT causes heroism? Is an act of self-sacrifice 
for the preservation of another life a thinking, 
reasoning, intelligent act, or is it done on blind 
impulse, the actor following the sudden dic- 
tates of an instinct as strong as that of self- 
preservation? 

Dr. 8S. Weir Mitchell is now conducting a 
scries of interesting experiments—more an in- 
vestigation probably than an experiment—to determine 
whether an act of heroism is reasoning or unreason- 
ing. His interviews with men and women who have done 
heroic deeds lead to the conclusion that “the thing did it- 
self." The actors in these dramas are almost unanimous in 
confessing that something tmpelled them to do the deed with- 
out thinking. 

In the light of this conclusion a few of the recent notable 
acts of men and women in efforts, successful and unsticcess- 
ful, to préserve others from déath and injury become doubly 
interestitig. None is more so than the act of a little Min- 
néapolis girl, now lying in a hospital with a bruised and 
broken body as the result of hef self-sacrifice in saving her 
younger sister from probable death. 


Saved Her Sister’s Life. 


This little girl, Fernie Fowler, the 12 year old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. D. Fowler, was hurrying home with her

OTHING is more attractive in 
the home handmade than an 
artistic lampshade; and noth- 
ing else, of its size, isso effects 
ive. A lampshade should, as its name 
implies, shade the light, 
not diffuse it, as many of 
them do. The eye should 
rest upon it, not fly be- 
fore it, and it should be 
artistic as well as sooth- 
ing, so that the esthetic 
sense may be excited and 
pleased while the physical 
sense of vision is tranquillized. 

Nowadays the making of lampshades 
is a fine art; but the difficulty is the 
price, which is commonly prohibitive 
for people with small purses. Then 
again, the lampshade of commerce 
lacks the individuality of the handmade 
article. Now, just as the lowly flour 
barrel is susceptible of transformation 
‘into artistic and useful articles of furni- 
ture, so the lowly stovepipe may be- 
come the Stovepipe Beautiful. 

A simple but effect- 
ive lampshade may 
be fashioned from a 
plain piece of stove- 
pipe of the usual 
shade height. All you 
need do to it is to 
punch, with a nail,
